though I connot requite,yet Iſhal ener acknowledges 
and the great debt which 1 haue no power to pay, F 
can doe no more for a time but confeſſe to be due.lt us 
true that as my errors were great ,ſothey haue yeel- 
aed verie grieuous effefts,and ifought might haue 
beene deſerned m fomer times to haue counterpoyſed

then that, which can deſerue nothmg. From my /elfe 
I haue deſerued no thankes, for I am returned a beg- 
ger, and withered, but that Imight haue bettred 
my poore eftate, it ſhall appeare by the following aiſ*- 
courſe, if I hadnot onely reſpetfed her Mateſties 
future Honor, and riches .It became not the former 
fort une in which] once lied, togoe tourneys of pico- 
rie, and it had forted ill with the offices of Honor, 
which by her matefttes grace,1 hold this day in Eng- 
land,to run from Cape to Cape,&5 from place to place, 
for the pillage of ordmarie prizes . Many yeares 
ſmce, Thad knowledge by relatio,of that mighty,rich, 
and beawtifull Empier of Guiana,and of that great 
and Golden Citieqwhich the ſpanyards call E\Do- 
rado, and the naturals Manoa, which Citie was 
conquered, reedified, and inlarged by a gonger ſoune 
of Guainacapa Emperor of Peru, at ſuch time as 
Franciſco Pazaro andothers conquered the ſarde 
Empire, from bus twoelder brethren Guaſcar, and 
Arabalipa, both then contending for the ſame , the 
ove being fauoured bythe Orciones of Cuzco,the 
other by the people of Caximalca. I ent my ſeruant 
Iacob VVhiddon the yeer before, to get knowledge 
of the paſſages, andI had ſome hight from (aptame 
Parker /ometime my ſeruant, and nowe attendimg 
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0 your Lo, that ſach aplace there was to the ſouth- 
ward of the great bay of Charuas, or Guanipa- 
but 1 found that it was 600. miles farther off, ther 
they {appoſed , and mame other impediments to 
them vnknowne and vnheard. dfter Ihad diſplan- 
ted Don Anthoniode Berreo,who was vpon the 


ſame enterprize,leauing myſhipsat Trinedado, at 


the port called Curiapan, Iwandred 400 miles gn- 
to the ſaid countrey by land and rimer: the particu- 
lersT will leaue to the following arſcourſe, The 
countreyhath more quantity of Gold by manifolde, 
then the beſt partes of the Indies,orPeru : All the 
moſt of the kings of the borders are already become 
her Mateflies vaſſals:£5 eeme to deſire nothing more 
then her MaieFties proteftion and the returne of the 
Engliſh nation , 1t hath another grounde and aſſu- 
rance of riches 85 glory, then the vorages of the west 
Indies, an eaſier way to inuade the beſt parts ther 
of, then by the common courſe, The kmg of Spaine is 
mot ſo impoueriſhed by takin 3, or 4 port townes in 
America as we /uppoſe, neither are the riches ofPe- 
ru,or Nucua Eſpania 6 left by the ſea(rde,as 1t can 
be eaſily waſht avay,with agreat flood,or ſprmgtide, 
or left drie vpon the ſandeson aloweebbe. The port 
townes are few and poore m refpettof the reſt within 


the lanuaand are of little defence, andare onely rich

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When the fleets are to receiue the treaſure for ſpaint: 
And we might thinke the ſpanyards everie ſimple 
hauemg fo many horſes and ſlaues,that if they could 
not upon two dates warnmg,carrie all the Golde 
they haue into the land, and farre enough from the 
reach of oar footmen , eſpeciallie the Indies being 
(as it is for the moſt part) ſo mountainous, ſo full of 
Woods,rmers, and mariſhes.In the port townes of 
the prounce of Venſucllo,es Cumana,Coro,and 
S.Iago(whereofCoro and S.lago were taken by 
aptaine Preſton and Cumana and S.loſephus 
vs)we found not the value of one riall of plate in 
etther:but the {ities of Barquaſimeta, Valentia, 
S.Sebaſtian,Cororo,S.Lucia,Alleguna,Mare- 
cabo,and Truxillo,are not ſocaſely inuaded © net- 
ther doth the burning of thoſe on the coaſt impoueriſh 
the hang of ſpayne anie one Ducket, and if we ſacke 
the river of Hache, $S. Marta, and Cartagena, 
which are the portes ofNucuo reyno ana Popay- . 
an. T here are beſides within the land which are in- 
deede rich and populns, the townes and {ties of Me- 

rida,Lagrita,S. Chriſtofero, the great Cities of 
Pampelone,S.Fede Bogota, Tunia and Mozo

Tucata,Nucua Eſpanna,avd the llands,as thoſe of 
the Inland, and by what meanes thy may be beſte 
muaded, as farre as any meane Tudgement can com- 
prebend.But I hope 1t ſhall appeare that there 1s a

It is true that while we abode at the land of Trinedado, I was 
in formed by an Tudtan, that not farre from the Port, where we 
ancored, there were founde certaine mineralftones which 
they eſteemed to be gold, and werethereunto perſwadedthe 
rather ſortharrhey had ſeen both Enghſh,avd French men ga- 


ther, and im barque ſome quantities thereof; yppon this likly- 
hoode I ſent 40.men & gaue orderthat cachone ſhould bring 
a flone of that myne,to maketriall of the goodneſſe, which be 


ing performed, 1 aſſured them at their returne that the ſame 
was Marcafite, and of no riches or value: Notwithſtanding 
divers cruſting more to their owne ſence, thento my opinion, 
kept of the ſaide Aarcaſite, and haue tried thereof, fince m 

returne, in diucrs places. In Garara ir {elfe I neucrfawe Afare 
caſite, but all the rocks, mountaines , all ſtones in the 
plaines , in woodes, and by the tiuers fide are in eftecttho= 
row ſhining, and appeare marueylous rich, which being 
tried tobe no Aarcaſite, are the trew ſignes ofrich minerals, 
but are no other then E/maare del oro(as the Spanyards terme 
them ) which isthe morher of golde, or asit is ſaide by others 
the ſcum of Gold:of diuers ſortes of theſe manie of my come 
paniebrought alſo into England, euery one taking the fayreſt 
for the beſt, which is not general! , For mine owne parteg] did 


not countermand any mans defirezor opinion, & I could haue a

forded them little if I ſhoulde haue denied them the pleaſing 


of their owne fancies therein: But I was reſolued thatgolde 
muſt be found eitherin graines ſeparate fro the ſtone(asitis in 
moſt of the riuersin G#:4 ) or cl{c ina kinde of hard tone, 
which wecall the white Sparre, of which | ſaw divers hils,& in 
ſundrie places, but had neither rime,nor men,nor inſtruments 
fir to labour. Neere vnto one of the riuersI founde of the 
ſaide white Sparre or flint a very greatledge orbanke,whica I 
endeuored to breake by all the meanes I coulde, becauſe there 
appeared onthe out fide ſome {mall grainesof gold, burfind- 
ing no meane to worke the ſame ypon the vpper part, ſeeking 
the 1468 andcircuit of the ſayd rock, Ifounde a clit in the 
ſame from whence v:ith daggers, and with the head of an 
axe, we gotte out ſome ſmallquantitie therof,ot which kinde 
of white 1!01-( wherein golde 1 gendered) we fawe diuershuls 
and rocks in cucry part of G#rava, wherein we trauclled.Of this 
there hath beens made many tria/ls, andin London, it was 
firlt aſſaide by Maſter 7/ef'wood arefiner dwelling in wood- 
ſtreet, andit helde aftertherate of 1 20000r 1 3000 pounds a 
tunne:Anorher ſort was afterward tried by Maſter Bulmar and 
Maſter Dimocke allay maſter,& it held after the rate of 23000 
poundes atunne. There was lome of it againe tried by Malter 
Palmer comntrollor ofthe minte, and Maſter Dimochke in gold 
ſmiths hall,and it helde after 26900 pounds atun, There was 
alſo at the ſane time,and by the ſame perſons a triall made of 
the duſt ofthe ſaid mine which held $.pound 6.0unces weight 
of gold , inthe hundred : there was likwiſe at the ſame time 
atriall made of an Imageof Copper made in Guiana , which 
helde a third part gold, beſides diuers trialls made inthe coun- 
trey, and byothers in London, But becauſe there came of ill 
with the good; and belike the ſaid Alderman was not preſen- 
ted with the beſt, it hach pleaſed him therefore to ſcand all 
all the reſt, and to deface £ enterprize as much as in him ly- 
eth. It hath alſo been concluded by diuers , that if there had 


been anie ſuch oare in Gui4n4, andthe fame diſcouered,that 
5 I 
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I woulde have brought home a greater quantitie thereof: firlt 
I was notbounde to fatilhe anic man of the quantitie, but ſuch 
onely as aduenured,| if any ſtore had beene returned thereof: 
bur it is veric /true that fad all their mountaines beene of 
maſſie Golde , is was impoſlible for ys to haue made anic 
2 longer {fay to haue wrought the ſame: and wholocuer hath 
ſcenc with what ſtrength of ſtone, the belt golde oare is 
iauironed, he will not thinke it caſte to be had out in heapes, 
and eſpecially by vs who had neither men , inftrumentes, 
nor time { as it is ſaide before ) to performe the ſame? 
There were on this dilcoucrie, nolefle then 100 perlones, 
who can all witneſſe , that when we paſt any brauney of the 
riverto yewe the land within, and ſtaied from our boates but 
ſ:xhoures, wee were driuen to wade to the eyes , at Our re- 
turne- and if we attempted the ſamerhe day toilowing , 'it 
was impoſſible citherto tordeit , orto ſwim it , both by rea- 
ſon of the ſwiftneſſe , and alſo for that the borders were fo 
prefired with faſt woods, as neither bote nor man couid finde 
lace , either to land or to imbarque : for in Juue , July, 
Auguſt and ſeptember, it is impotlible to nauigate any 
of thoſe tiuers, for ſuch is the furie of the Cirrent, and 
thereare ſo many trees and woods oucrflowne , as if anie 
boate bur touch vppon any tree or flake , it is impoſiible 
roſaue anie ongperſon therein: and ere we departed the land 
it ran with het Brits, as we draue downe molt commonly 
againſt the wind,little lefle then once hundred miles a day-Be- 
fides our veſlels were no other then wherrics, one little barge, 
a ſinall cockboate, and a bad Galiota, which wee framed in 
haſt tor that purpolc at Trinedado, and thole little boatcs 
had nyne or ten men apecce,with all their vietuals,and armes, 
It is further true , that we were about 400, miles from our 
ſhips, and had bene a moneth from them, which alſo we lctr 
| weakly mande inan open roade, and had promiledour return 
in 15 daies, Others have deuiſed that the ſame oare was had 
from bardery,aad that we caricdit with ys into Guiara;ſurely 
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the ſinqularitic of that deyyce, 140 not well comprehend , for 


mine ownepart,I am not{o much inloue with theſe long yoi < 


ages, as to deuiſe,thereby to cozen my lelfe, tolic hard,to fare 
worſe, to be ſubicted to perils, todileaſes,to ill ſauours, to be 
parched and withered,and withall to ſuftaine the care and la- 
bour offuch an enterprize,excepte the ſame had more c6tort, 
then the fetching of Marcaſite in-Gw1ana,or bying of gold oar 
in Barbery.But I hope the better ſort will udge me by them< 
(clues, & that the way of deceipt, is not the way of honor or 
good opini6:I haue herein conſumed much time, and, many 
crowns, & I had no other reſpe&t or defire the toſerue her ma- 


ieſty8&qgny Country thereby.{fthe ſpaniſh nati6 had beene of 


like bcleefe to theſe detractors, we ſhould little haue feared or 
doubtcdtheir attempts, where with wenow are daily threat- 
ned. Burt if we now conſider ofrheactiss both of Charlstne fiſt, 
who had the Maydenhead of Pers & the abundant treaſures 
of Atabalipa together with the affaires ofthe Spaniſh king now 
luing, what territories he hath purchaſed, what he hath added 
to the aCtes ofthis predeceflors,how many kingdoms he hath 
indaungered, how many armies, garriſons,& nauies,he hath 8 
doth maintainegthe greate loſſes which he hath repairedas in 
88 aboue 100 layle of great ſhippes with their atrillery , and 
thatno yereisleſſeynfortunate butthat many veſlcls, treaſures, 
and peop'c are deuoured,& yet notwithſtanding ke beginneth 
againe like aſtormeto threaten ſhipwracketo ys all, we ſhall 
finde that theſe abilities riſe not from the trades of {ackes, and 
CiuilOrenges,nor fr6 ought elſe that either Spaine, Portugal, 
or any of his other prouinces produce - It is his Indian Golde 
thatindaungereth and diſturbeth all the nations of Europe, it 

urchaſeth intelligence, creepethinto Councels, and ſerteth 
bench loyalty at libertie,inthe greateli Monarchiesof Europe. 
Ifthe ſpaniſh king can keepe vs from forraine enterxprizes, and 
from the impeachmept of his trades, eyther by offer ofinua- 
fion , or by beſeiging ysin Britayne , Ireland, orclſe where , 
he hata then broughtthe worke of our perill in greate for- 
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wardnes, Tholeprinces which abound 1n t! reaſlure hauc great 4t 
aduantages ou erthe reſt, if they once conltraine them to a de 
fenſiue warre,where they are driucn once a yeare Or ottner to 
catt lots fartheir own garments, & lrom {ſuch hal al trade: 5, 
cnt erchunagys taken away tothe generalloſle &impoucr'i}:- 
mct of ihe kingdom,& common w eale lo reduced-befades when 
men arc confiratnad: to fi ighr, it hath eat the ſame hope as WW 
they are prelt & incouraged by rne defire ofipoyle and riches. 
Exitheritiste be doubted how thoſethat intimeof victoric 
{cem toaffeRthetrr neighbournatiss, wil rematne aiter the {1} 
view of miſfortunes, orill flecellhual trult allo tO the Goubtful- 
nes of abartel; ' but afeareful and vacertaine acuentur SROY 
therein fortune 1$ as likely to preuaile, as yerrue . It {nll not 
be neceſſary to allcage all that might befſaid, ard therforc [ 
wil thus conclude, that whatſocuerkingdom ſha! be inforced 
to defend ir {elfe, may be comparcdto a bouy daungerouttic 
diicaſed, which for a ſeaſon may be preſerued with y rulgarme- 
dic ines, but in a {ſhort time, and by lictle and l:tthe , the ſame 
mult needes fall co the ground, and be diſtolucd. I taue there- 
tore laboured al my life, both a according tomy inalfpower, 8 
per! {\waſh0,to aduance althoſe attempts, AL might t eytiier pro= 
mile return of profit toourſelues,or ar lalt be alet &impeach - 
ment tothe quiet courſe, &plentifulcrades ofthe Spanith natz- 
01, who in my weake iudoment by ſuch a warre were ascalily 
indaungered and brought from hispowerfulnes, as any prince 
in Eu: -opegifit be conſidered from how many kingdoms and 
nations his reuenevws arc gathered, a andtinole1tow cake; in their 
owne bc ings, and fo farre {euered from mutuall ſuccor .

We departed England 3 and 
the ſunday following had 
ſight of the North cape 
of Spayze, the winde for 
the molt part continuing 
4» || proſperous: wee paſſed in 
0000 0080 0000 00 ſight of the Burlings, and 
the rocke and ſo onwardes forthe Cararies , and fell 
with Fuerte venturathe 17, of the ſame moneth, where 
weſpenttwoorthree daies, andrelieued our compa- 
nies with ſome freſh meate, From thence we coaſted 
by the Gran Canaria, and ſo to Tenerife,and ſtaied there 
forthe Lyons whelp your Lordſhips ſhip,and for cap- 
raine Amy: Preſton andthe reſt : But when after 7, or 8 
daies we found them not,wee departed and direQed 
our courſe for Trinedado with mine owne ſhippe,anda 
ſmall barke of Captaine Croſſes onely ( for we had be- 
fore loſt ſight ofa ſmal Gallego onthe c oaſt of Spapne, 
which came with vs from Phzmonth:;) wee arriued at 
Trinedado the 22, of March , caſtingancour at point 
Curiapan,vvhichthe Spaniards call punto de Gallo, which 
is ſituate in $, degrees or there abouts: we abode there 
4.0r 5. dates , andin allthattime wecamenot to the 
B ſpeach 
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ſpeach of any Indian or Spaniard:on the coaſt we ſav 
a fire, as we ſailed fromthe point Caras towards Curia- 
pa», but for feare ofthe Spanyards , none durſt come 
to ſpeake with vs . I my lelfe coaſted it in my barge 
cloſe abord the ſhore and landedin euery Coue, the 
| better to know the Tland,while the ſhips kept the cha- 

nell. From Cariapan alter a fewe daics we turned vp 
Northeaſt to recouer that place which the Spaniards 
Cal Puerto de los Hiſpanioler,and the inhabitants C 0NGKE= 
rabia, and as before (reuictualing my barge) 1leftthe 
ſhippes and kept by the ſhore, the betterto come to 
ſpeach with ſome of the inhabitantes, and alſo to vn» 


erſtand the riuers, watring places and portes of the 


Iland which ( as it is rudely done ) my purpoſe is to 
ſend your Lordſhip after a fewe daies. From Cxriapes 
Icameto a port & ſeat of Indians calied Parico where 
we foundea treſh-water riuer , butſawe no people. 
From thence I rowed to another porte, called by 
the naturals Piche , and by tke Spaniardes Tierra de 
Brea : In the way betweene both were diuers little 
brooks of freſh water & one {alt riuer that had ſtore of 
oiſters vpon the branches of the trees, & were veryſalt 
& weltaſted. Altheir oiſters grow vpon thoſe boughs 
and ſpraies,and not on the grounde : the like is come 
monly ſeene in the Weſt Indies and clſe where, 
This tree is deſcribed by A»drewe Thezetin his french 
Antartique , and the forme figured in the booke 
as a plante verye ſtraunge., and by Phric-in his 
x11, booke of his naturall hiſtorie . Bur in-this 
Tlande , as alſo in Guians. there are verie manie of 
them, 


At this point called Tierra de Brea or Pichethere is 
ws > 8 that 
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chat abundance of ſtone pich, that allthe ſhips of the 
world may betherewith loden from thence, and wee 
made triallofit intrimming our ſhips to be moſt ex - 
cellent good, and melteth not with the ſunne as the 
pitch of Norway , and therefore for ſhips trading the 
ſouth partes very profitable , From thence we went 
to the mountaine foote called 4»naperiza, and ſo paſ- 
ing the riuer Carexe on whichche Spaniſh Citic was 
ſeated, we inet with our ſhips at puerto de los Hifp anion 
les or Congueratia, 

This Iland of Trinedado hath the forme of a ſiucep + 
hooke,and is but narrow, the north patt is very moun- 
teynous,the ſoile is very excellent and wil beare ſuger, 
ginger,orany other commodity thatthe Indies yeeld. 
Ithath ſtore of deare, wild porks ,fruits , fiſh & fowle: 
Ithath alſo for breade ſufficient Aair,Caſam, and of 
choſe roots and fruits which are common cucrywhere 
inthe weſt -&e:.It hath divers beaſts,which the [ndies 
haue not:the ſpainards cofeſſed'that they found grains 
of goldin ſome ofthe riuers,butthey hauing a purpoſe 
tocnter Guians( the Magazin of all rich metetls) cared 
notto ſpend time inthe ſearchtherofany farther. This 
Hand is called by the people thereof Cari, and in it are 
diuers nations: thoſe about Parice are called 1aio,thoſe 
at Punto Carao are of the Arwacas, and betweene Ca- 
rao and Cariadan they are called Saluios , betweene 
Carae and punto Galleraarethe Nepoior,and thoſe about 
the Spaniſh Citic tearme themſclues C arinepagotes ? 
Ofthe reſt of the nations , and of other: portes and 
rivers | leaueto. ſpeake heere, beeing impertinent to 
my purpoſe , and meane to deſcribe them as they 
are ſituate in the particular plot and deſcription 
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of the 1land , three partes whereof I coaſted with my 
barge , thatI might the better deſcribe ir. 

Mectin 12 with the ſhi PPS at prerto de los Hripanieles,we 
founde atthe landing place a company of Spanyards 
who kept a gardatthe deſcente, and they offering a 
ſigne of peace I ſent Capraine #hiddon to ſpeake with 
them,whome afterward to my great gricte L left buri- 
edin the faide land after my returne Go Guiana,bee- 
inga man moſt honeſt and valiant. The Spanyards ſe- 
med to bedelirous totrade with vs,and to enter into 
tearms of peace,more for doubt of their own ſtrength 
then for oughtelſe, andin the ende vpon pleege,fom 
of them came abord: the ſame cucning there ſtale 
allo abord vs in a ſmall Canoa two Indians , the one of 
them being a Ca/ique or Lord of the people called Can- 
tyman, who had the yeare before beene with Captaine 
Whidden , and was of his acquaintance .By this Cazty-. 
mar ,wee vnderſtood what ſtrength the Spanyardes 
had , how farre it was to their Citi, and of Don An - 
thonio de Berreothe gouernour,who was ſaid to beflaine 
in his ſecond attempt of Gaza, but was not. | 

Vhile we remained atpwerro de los Hifpantoles lome 
Spanyardes came abord vs to buy lynnen of the com- 
pany, and ſuch other thinges as they wanted,and aMo 
to view our ſhippesand company, all which I enter. 
rained kindly and feaſtedafter our manner: by meanes 
whereof | learned of one and another as much of the 
eſtate of Gxiapa as I could;or as they knew , for thoſe 
poore ſouldiers hauing beene many yeares without 
wine ,a fewe draughtes | made them merie , in which 
mood they:vauntedof Guianaand of the riches therof, 5 


andall whatthey knew of the wayes and pag 
elfe 
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ſelfe ſeeming to purpoſe nothing leſſe then the ente- 
rance or difcoueric thereof, but bred in them an OPi- 
nion thatI was bound only for therelicte of thoſe en - 
gliſh, which I had plaintedin Yrgiria, whereof the 
brute was come among them,which I had performed 
in my returne if extremity of weather had not forſt me 
from the ſaide coaſt, | 

I found occaſions of ſtaying in this place fortwo 
cauſes; the one was to be reuenged of Berreo,who the 
yearebefore betraied 2.ot Captaine whiddons men, & 
cooke them while he departed from themto ſecke the 
E_Bonauenture,whichariucd at Trizedada the day before 
from the Eaſt ndies : in whoſe abſence Berreo ſent 
a Cavoaabord the pinnace only with 7zdia»s and dogs 
inuiting the company to go with theminto the wods 
to kiladeare,wholike wile men inthe abſence of their 
Captaine followed the 7ndrans but were no ſooner one 
harquebuſh ſhot from the thore,but Berreos ſouldiers 
Iyingin ambuſh had them al,notwithſtanding that he 
had giuen his wordeto Captaine hidden that they 
ſhould take water and wood ſafely : the other cauſe of 
my ſtay was, for that by diſcoule with the Spanyards I 
dayly learned more and more of Guiana, of che rivers 
and paſſages , and of the enterprize of Berreo, by whar 
meanes or fault he failed,and how he meant to prole- 
cutethe ſame, 

While wethus ſpent the tinie I was afſured by ano- 
ther Ca/ique of the north {ide of the Iland , that Berres 
had ſent to Marguerita & to Cumana for (ouldiers mea. 
ning to haue given me a Caſſado at parting,ifithad bin 
poſſible, For aithough he had giuen order through ali. 


the Iland thatno dia» ſhould come aborde to trade

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with me vpon paine of hanging and quartering , (ha- 

uing executed two ofthem tortheſame which | after. 

wardes founde)yetcuerienightthere came ſome with 

moſt lamerable complaints of his cruelty,how he had 
deutded the Tland & giuen to cuery loldiera part,chat 

he madethe ancient Caſjiqzi which were Lordes ofthe - 
countrie to be their ſlaues,that he kept themin chains, 

& dropped their naked bodies with burning bacon, & ; 
ſuch othercorments, which I found afterwards to be . 
truc:for inthe citic after I entred che ſame, there were | 
5.0t the Lords or litle kings (which they call Cafquiin 

the weſt Indies)in one chaine almoſt dead of famine,8& 

waſted with torments : theſe are called in their own 
langauge Acarewana , and now of late {ince Engliſh, 
French, & Spaniſh are come among them, they cal 
themſelues Capitaines , becauſe they perceiue thatthe | 
chicfeſt ofcuery ſhip is called by that name. Thoſe fiue 4 


Capitaine: inthe chaine were called z7aunaranere, Car- 4 
roaori, Maquarima; T arroopanama,8 Aterima.YO as both : 
to bercuenged ofthe former wrong, as alſo conſide- ' 


ringthatto enter Guiar4 by ſmall boats,to depart 400. 
or 500, miles from my ſhips, and to leaue a gariſon in 
my backeinterreſle:{ inthe ſame enterprize, who allo 
daily expected ſupplies out of Spaine, I ſhould haue 
ſauoured very much ofthe Aſe:and therefore taking a 
time of moſt aduantage,[ ſerupon the Corp du guard in 
che cucning , and haucing putthem to the fword,ſent 
Captaine Calfie/d onwards with 60- ſoldiers, & my ſelfe 
followed with 40.more 8 ſotokerheir new city which 
they called S..Toſeph,by breake of day:they abode not a- 
gy Gghtaftera few-ſhot , &al being diſmiſſed but on 


ly Berres & his companion,L brought them with me a- 
p_ bord " 
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bord,and at the inſtance ofthe Indians, [I ſet their new 
Ciry of S, Toſephs on fire, 


The ſame day arriucd Captaine George Gifford with 
your Lord(hips ſhip, & Captaine Keyw# whom I loſt 
on the coa(t of Spayne, withthe Gallego, and in them 
divers Gent.and others, which to our little army was 
a great comfort and ſupply, 

We then haſtened away rowards our purpoſed dif. 
couerie,and firſt I called all rhe Captaines of the Iland 
rogether that were enemies tothe Spaniards,for there 
were ſome which Berreo had broght out of other coun- 
tries, & planted thereto eat out & walt thoſe that were 
natural ot the place, & bymy Indian interpreter,which 
I caried out of England,I made themvnderſtand that 
I was the ſeruant ofa Queene,who was the great Ca/;- 
gue of the north , anda virgin, and had more- Ca/igat 
vnder her then there were trees inthat Iland: chat ſhe 
was an enemy tothe Caftelaniinreſpet of their tyran- 
ny and oppreſſion, and that the deliuered all ſuch na- 
tions about her,as were by them oppreſled, & hauing 
freed al the coaſt of the northren world from their ſer- 
uitude had ſe:1r me to freethemalſo,and with alto de- 
fend the countrey of Gziaza from their inuafion and 
conqueſt. I ſhewed them her maieſties pifture which 
they ſo admired and honoured,as it had beene eafieto 
haue brought them Idolatrous thereof. 

The like & a more large diſcourſe I madeto the reſt 
of the nations both in my'paſſing to Guiavaa to thoſe 
ofthe borders,ſo as in that part of the world her maie- 
ſty is very famous and admirable, whom they now call 
Ezrabeta Caſſipuna Aquerewana,which is as much as El» 


=zabcth,the great princeſle or greateſt commaunder. 
B 4 This 
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This done' ivce left puerto de los Hiſpanioles , and re- 
turned to Cyriapan , and hauing Berreo my priſo- 
nour I gathered from him as much of Gaiana as he 
knewe, "7 

-This Berreoisa gent. vvell deſcended, and had long 
ſcrued the Spaniſh king in CMllaim, Naples, the lovve 
Countrics and elſe vvhere,veric valiant & liberall,and 
a Gent, of great aſſurednes, and of a great heart - I v- 
ſed himaccordingto his eſtate and vvorthin allthings 
I could, according tothe ſmall meanes I had, 

[ ſent Captain Y/biddon the yeare before to getwhat 
knowledge he could of Guiana, and the end of my ior- 
ney at this time was to diſcouer & enter the ſame, but 
my intelligence was tarrefrom trueth, forthe country 
is {ituate aboue 600, Engliſh miles furrher fromthe 
ſea,then I was made belecue it had beene,which after- 
ward vnderſtanding to betrue by Berreo, I keptitfrom 
the knowledge of my companic, who elle woulde 
neuer haue beene brought ro attempt the ſame: of 
which 600, miles I pafled 400-lcauing my (hippes fo 
farrefrom me atancorin the ſea, which was more of 
defire to performe that diſcouery,then oftreaſon,cſpe- 
cially hauing ſuch poore & weake veſſels to tranſport 
ourſclues inz for in the bottom of an old Gz//-go which 
I cauſedto be faſhionedlike a Galley,and in one barge, 
ro wherries,and a ſhip bote of the Lions wheipe,we 
caried 100 perſons and their viuals for a moneth in 
the ſame,being al driuento lie in the raine & weather, 
in the open aire, inthe burning ſunne,& vponthe hard 
bords,and to drefſſe our meat,and to cary al manner of 
furniture. in them, wherewith they were ſo peſtred and 


vnlauery , that what with viQuals being moſt fiſh, 
with 
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with the weet clothes of ſo many menthruſttogether 
andthe heate of the ſunne, I will vndertake there was 
neuer any priſon in England , that coulde be founde 
more vnlauory and lothſome, eſpecially to my {elte, 
who had for many yeares before beene dicted and 
cared for inaſort farre more differing, 

If Captaine Prefox had not beene perlwaded that he 
ſhould haue come too late to T-inedads to haue found 
vs there (for the moneth was expired which I promi- 
ſedto tarry for him there ere he could recouer thecoalt 
of Spayne)but that it had pleaſed God he might haue 
ioyned with vs, and that wee had entred the countrey 
but ſome ten daies ſooner ere the rivers were ouerflow 
en,we had aduentured either to haue gone to the great 
City of ano, or atleaſt taken ſo many of the other 
Cities and townes neerer athand,as would haue made 
aroyall returne: but ic pleaſed not God ſo much to fa- 
uour me atthis time: if it ſhalbe my lot to proſecute 
the ſame,[ ſhall willingly ſpend my life therein,and it 
any elſe ſhalbe enabled thereunto , and conquere the 
ſame, [aſſurehim thus much, he ſhallperforme more 


then euer was done in Mexico by Cortez ,Or in Pers by 


Pacaro,wherof the one conqueredthe Empyre of Mu- 
tez4ma,the other of Guaſcar,and Atabalpa,and whatſo- 
euer Prince ſhall poſſeſleit, that Prince ſhallbe Lorde 
of more Golde, and of a more beautifull Empire, and , 
of more Cities and people, then cyther the king of 
Spaine, or the great Turke, 

But becauſe there may ariſe many doubtes , and 
how this Empyre of G«ia»4is become ſo populous, 
and adorned with ſo many greate Cities, Townes , 
Temples, andtreaſures, I chought»good to make it

knowen,'that the Emperornow raigning is deſcEded 
from thoſe magnificentPrinces of Per» of whoſe large 
territories,of whoſe pollicies, conqueſts, edifices,and 
ric hes Pedrode Cieza, Franciſco Lopez, and others haue 
written large diſcourſes: for when Franciſco Pacaro, Di- 
#g0 Almagro and others conquered the ſaid Empyre of 
Per«,and hadputto death Atabalpa ſonne to Cuaynas 
capa, which Atabalipa had formerly cauſed his eldeſt 
brother G=aſcar to be {laine, one of the yonger ſonnes 
of Guaynacapa fled out of Pers, and tooke with him 
many thouſandes of thoſe ſouldiers of the Empyre 
called Oreiones,and with thoſe and many others which 
followed hit, he vanquiſhed althartraQ and valley of 
| America which is fituate betweene the preate riuer of 
| Amazones, and Baraquan,otherwile called Orenike and 
'' CMaranion, | 

The Empyre of Guiana is direQtly caſt from Peru 
towards the [ea,andlieth vnderthe EquinoQiallline, 
and it hath more abundance of Golde then any part 
of Pers, andas many or moe great Cities then cuer 
Pers had when it floriſhed moſt- it is gouerned by the 
{ame lawes, andthe Emperour and people obſerue 
the ſame religion, and the ſame forme and pollicies in 
gouernment as was vſed in Pers, not differing in any 
part- and as I haue beene aſſured by ſuch ofthe Spany- 
arderas haue feene Aanoathe imperial Citie of Gui 
ana,which the Spaniards cal E! Dorads,that for the great 
nes, for the riches, and forthe excellent ſeate, it farre 
exceedcth any ofthe world,atleaft of ſo much of the 
workd as is knowen tothe Spaniſh nation:it is founded 
vpon alake of ſalt waterof 200.leagues long like vnto 


ware caſpin, And.if we compare it to that of Pere, 8& = 
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read the report of Franciſco Lopez & others, itwil ſeeme 
morethen credible, and becauſe we may iudge of the 
one bytheother, 20, good to inſert part of the 
120, chapter of Lopez in his generall hiſtoric of the /x- 

die;,wherein he diſcribeth the court and magnificence 
of Guynacapa, aunceſtor to the Emperour of Guiana 2

Thatis, All the veſſels of his houſe , table and kitchin 
were of Gould and Siluer,and the meaneſt of ſiluer & 
cope for ſtrength and hardnes of mettal, He had 
11 his wardroppe hollow ſtatues of golde which ſce- 
med giants, andthe figures in proportion and bignes 
of all the beaſtes , birdes, trees and hearbes , that the 
earth bringeth forth: and of all the fiſhes that the ſea 
or waters of his kingdome breedeth , Hee had alſo 
ropes , budgets,cheſtes and troughs of golde and fil- 
uer , heapes of billers of golde that ſeemed woode, 
C3 marked 
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marked out to burne. Finally there was nothing in his 
countrey,whereof he had not the counterfeatin gold: 
Yea and they ſay , The 1»gas hada garden of pleaſure 
inanlIland neere Pwna, where they went to recreate 
themſelues,whenthey would take the ayre of the ſea, 
which had all kind of garden hearbes, flowers and trees 
of Gold and Siluer,an inuention, & magnificencetil 
then neuer ſeene . Beſides allthis , he had an infinite 
quantitie of {iluer and gold vnwrought in Cxzco which 
was loſt by the death of Gaaſcar , for the Indians hid 
it, ſecing that the Spaniards tooke it , and ſent it in- 
to Spaine, 

Andinthe 117.Chapter Franciſco Picarre cauſed the 
Goulde, and Siluer of Arabalpa to bee weyed, after 
hee had taken it, which Lopez ſetteth downe in theſe 
wordes following. 

Hallaren cinquenta y dos mill marcos de buenaplata , yu 
willon y trezientos y veinte y ſeys mil, y quinientos peſos de 
ero , Whichis : They found fiftic and two thouſand 
markes of good filuer , and one million , and three 
hundred twentic and fix thouſand and five hundred 
peſoes of golde. 

Nowe although theſe reportes may ſeeme ſtrange, 


« yetif wee confiderthe many millions which are daily 


ought out of Pers into ſpaine , wee{may caſely be- 
leeuethe ſame, for wee finde that by the abundant 
treaſure of that countrey , the Spaniſh King vexeth 


all the Princes of Europe, and is become in a fewe 


yeares from a poore king of Ca/:le the greateſt ro - 
narke of _—_— the worlde , and likelie every 


dayto increaſe, if other Princes for{loe the good oc- 
caſions offered, and ſuffer him to adde this Empire to 
the

the ceſt , which by farre exceedeth all the reſt : if his 
golde now indanger vs, heewill then be vnreſiſta- 
ble. Such ofthe Spanyardes as afterwarde endeuou- 
redthe conquelt thereof ( whereof there haue beene 
many as ſhall bee declared heereafter) thought that 
this "ga, (of whomethis Emperor now liuing is def- 
cended) tooke his way by the river Amazoner,by that 
braunch which is callen Papamene,for by that way ful- 
lowed Oreliano ( by che commaundement of the Mar- 
quis Pacarroin the yeare 1542.) whoſe name the riucr 
alſo beareth this day,which is alſo by others called 27a 
ragnon,althogh Andrew Thexer doth affirm that betwen 
CM aragnon and Amazores there are 120, leagues : but 
ſure it is thatthoſe rivers hauc one head & beginning, 
and the Maragnon which Thexet deſcribeth 1s but A 
braunch of Amaz,ones,0r Oreliano, Ol which I wil ſpeake 
more in another place + It was allo attempted by 
Diego Oraace , but whether before Oreliano or after [ 
knowe not: butirt is now little lefle then 70 - yeares 
ſincethat Ordace a knight of the order of Saint lags 


attemptedihe ſame:and it was in the yeare 1542.that 


Orehtano diſcouered the riuer of Amazore:; but the firit 
that euer ſawe Manoa was loharnes Martines maiſter 
of the munition ro Ordace,  Ataport called Ao - 
requir? 1N Guiana there lieth atthis day a greate ancor 
of Oraaces ſhippe , and this port is ſome 3oo. miles 
within the lande , vponthe' greate riuer of Orenoque.. 

I reftedarthis port fowre daics: twentie dayes at- 
ter I left the ſhippes at Curiape». The relation of this 


Martine: (who was the firſt that diſcouered £HMavea(his 
ſucceſle & endis tobe ſcene in the Chauncery of Saine 


Inan de puerto rico , whereof Beryeo hada copie , which 
C3 appea- 
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appearedto be thegreate(t incoragement as well co 
Berreo as'to others that formerly artemped the dif - 
couery and conqueſt, Orelieno after he failed ofthe dil- 
couery of Guia»a,by the ſaideriuer of Anmuone;,paſled 
into Spaine , andthere obtained a patten of the king 
for the inuafion. and conqueſt , but died by ſea a- 
bout the -Ilandes, and his fleet ſeuered by tem- 
peſt ,the aRion. for that time proceeded not, Die - 
go Ordace followed the enterprize,and departed Spain 
with 600, ſoldiers and 3o. horſe, who ariuing onthe 
coalt of Guiaza, was {laincin a mutiny with the moſt 
part of ſuch as fauoured him, as alſo of the rebellious 
part,in ſo much as his ſhips periſhed , and few or none 
returned , neither was it certainely knowen what be - 
came of the ſaide Ordace , vntill Berreo found the ancor 
of his ſhip in the riuer of Orenoque; but it was ſuppo - 
ſed, and(oir is written by Lopez thathe periſhed on the 
ſeas, andof other writers diuerlly conceiued & repor« 
ted, And heereof it camethat Martine: entred (o tarre 
within the Lande and ariued at that Citie of /ngathe 
Emperor, for it chanced that while Ordace with his 
army reſted atthe port of Moregquito ( who was either 
the firſt or ſecond that attempted Gmia»a, )by ſom neg. 
ligence,the whol ſtore of powder prouided forthe ſer- 
uice,was ſet on fire, & Martines hauingthe chief charg 
was condemned by the generall Orda.eto be executed 
forthwith: Aſartmes being much fauourcd by the ſol- 
diers had al the meane poſlible procured tor his life, but 
it could not be obtained in other fortthen this. That 
he ſhould beſetintoa Caneaalone without any viQual, 
only with his armes , and ſo turnd looſe into the great 


river: but it plealcd God that the Cara was caried 
424 downe 
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downethe (treame,8 that certain ofthe Gu/ania»i mer 
it the ſame cuening, & hauing not at any timeſene any 
Chriſtian , nor any man of that colour, they caried 
eMartynerintothe land tobe wondred at, and fo from 
towne to towne, vatill he came' to the great Citic of 
eManoa,the ſeats and refidence of Ingathe Emperor, 
The Emperor after he had beheld him, knew him to 
bea Chriſtian for it ivas notlong before that his bre- 
thren Gxaſcar and Arabalipa were vanquiſhed by the 
Spaniards in Per«) and cauſed him to be lodgedin his 
pallace, and well entertained: hee liued 7, moneths in 
AHManoa, butnotiuftered to wander into the countrey 
any where: hee was alſo broughtthirherall the waie 
blindfield, led by the Indians vntill he came to the 
entrance of cMaroaitfelfe, and was 14.07 15.daies in 
the paſſage : he auowed at his death that he entred rhe 
City at No6,and then theyvncouered his face,& that 
he trauelledall that day til night thorow the City,and 
thenext day from ſun riſing to ſun ſetting,erehe came 
tothe pallace of [»g4. After that Martynes had lined 7 
moneths in fan, and began to vnderſtand the lan- 
guage ofthe country,/»ga asked him whether he defi- 
red to returne into his own countrey,or would wiling - 
ly abide with him-but Aartynes not defirons to ſtay,ab 
tained the fauour of 7»gatodepart,with whom he ſent 
divers Guianiars to condutt him tothe riuer of Orero- 
que al loden with as much gold as they could carrie , 
which he gaue to Martywer athis departure: but whehe 
was arriued neere the riuers fide ,the borderers which 
are called Orenoqueponi robbed him and his Grianians of 
all che treaſure (the borderers becing at that rime at* 
warres which /»gs,had not conquered ) fauc onely of 
C 4 wo 
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ewo great bottels of gords,which were filled with beads 

of golde cutiouſly wrought,which thoſe Orenoqueponi 

thought had bin no other thing then his drink or meat | 

| or graine for food with which Martynes had liberty to 

is! paſle,andſo in Canoe: he fell down from theriuer of O- 
| 


renogue tO Trivedado, and from thence to Margwerita, 8 
ſo to Saint Inan de prerto rico, where remaining a Jong 
Wi tyme for paſſage into Spaine he died. In the time of his 
| extreeme ſickneſle, and when he was without hope 
of life, receiuing the Sacrament at the handes of his 
Confeſlor,he deliuered theſe things, with the relation 
of his traucls,and alſo called for his C/ab4z.4 or gords 
of the gold beads which he gane to the Church &fri- 
ersto be praid for, This Martynes was he that chrilt- 
ned the citic of Manoa, by the name of E! Dorado , and 
as Berreo informed me vpon this occaſion, Thoſe Guia- 
ian; andalſo the borderers,and all other in that tra&t 
which I haucſeen are marueylous great drunkards,in 
which vice Ithinke no nation can compare with them 
and atthe times of their ſolemne feaſts when the Em- 
perorcarowſeth with his Captayns,tributaries,8& go- 
ucrnours,the manneris thus, Allthoſethatpledge him 
are firſt ſtripped naked,& their bodies annointed al 0- 
uer with a kind of white Ba/ſamam:by them called Cyur- 
cas)of which there is great plenty and yet very deare a- 
mongſt them, andit is of all other the moſt prerious, 
whereof we haue had good experience:when they are 
annointed all ouer, certaine ſeruants of the Emperor 
hauing prepared gold made into fine powder blow it 
thorow holow canesvp6 their naked bodies, vntilthey 
* beal ſhining from the foote to the head,& in this ſort 
they ſir drinking by twenties & hundreds & continue

the ſameis allo confirmed by a letter writcen into 


k Spayne which was intercepted , waich maſter Robere 
Dualeytold me l1e l1ad ſeene, Vpon this ſight, and for 
P the abundance of Gold wich he ſaw in the citie, the 


Images of gold in their le:nples , the plates armors 
and (hields of gold which they vſe in the wars, hee 
calledit E! Dorado, Aﬀter Orel:ayo who was emploied by 
Pacaro afterwards Marques Pacaro COnqueror and _ 
uernour of Pers,and the death of Ordace and 1 artynes, 
one Pedro de Oſusr z A kni ght of Nauarre attempted GaHA- 
x4, taking his way from Pers, and built his brigan- 
dines vpoa a riucr called 0-4 , which riſeth to the 
ſourhward of Q4jto, andis very 2rcar: this riuer fal- 
leth into Amazores, by which Of#4 with his compa*- 
nies deſcended, and came out of that Prouince which 
is called Mntrlones : and it ſcemeth.to me that this 
Empyre is reſerued for her Maieſtic and the E-g1ih na- 
tion , by reaſon of the hard ſucceſle which all theſe 
& other Spaziards found in attempting the ſame, wher- 
of [ will ſpeake briefly, though impertinent in ſome 
ſort to my purpoſe. This Pedrs de Oſua had among his 
troupes a Beſcayn called Agiri, a man meanely borne, 
& bare no other officethan a Surgeanyor Al/ferez: but 
after certain months ,when the ſouldiers were grieued 
with trauels and conſumed with famine , and that no 
entrance could be found by the branches or bodic of 
Amizones , this Aziri raiſed a mureny , of which hee 
i madchimlſelfethehead, and fo preuailed as he pur 
Oſuato the ſword and all his followers, taking on him 
the whole charge and commaundement, with a pur- 


poſe not anely to make himſelfe Emperour of Guia»«, 
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bur alſo of Pers.2':d of al that fide of the 27off Trdres: he 
had of his partic leuen hundred folciers, and of thoſe 
many pro2uſed to draw in other captains and compa- 
nies teccliuer VP LOWNnCes and torts in Pers,but neither 
ftindingby rhe {ard riuer any paſjage into Gaiaza, nor 
any poſſibilitie rorerurne towards Pers by the ſame 
Amazonesby reaſon that the deſcent ofthe riuermade 
ſo great a cvrrant, he was inforced to deſemboque at 
the mouth of the ſaid Amazores,which cannot beleſle 
than a thouſand leagues fro the place where they im- 
barqued - from thence he coaltedthe landrill hearri- 
ued at Aargneritato the North of Iſompatar which is 
atthis daiecalled puerto de Tyranno , for that ke there 
{lue Don Inan de villa Andreda z20UCTnor of Aarouerita 
who was father to Doz [nan Sermiento goucrnour of 
Aarguerito when Sir Tohn Burghlanded chere, and at- 
[ll trempredthe 7/ard, Agiri put tothe {worde all otherin 
il the lland that refuſed ro be of his partie , and tooke 
[ with him cerctane Cemerones 5 and other delperate 
companions: Fromthence he went to Camara, and 
| there {lew the Goxornexr, and dealtin all as at Margue- 
it rita t heſpoiled all the coaſt of Caracas , and the pro- 
uince of Veſelle,and of Riede hache ,andas Iremem- 
ber it was the ſame yeer that Sir 70h» Hawkins ſailed to 
Saint 1nar de Lua in the 7 eſs of Lubeck 3 tor himlelfe 
told me that he met with ſucha one vpon the coaſt 
that rebelled, and had ſailed downe all the riuer of A- 
MASOHES.s Agr! from thence landed about Santa Mar 
:a,and ſacked ir alſo, putting to death ſo many as re- 
fuſed to be his followers, purpoſing to inuade Nwuewa 
reygno de Granada, 0 tO lack Pampelone; Merida, Lagrita, 


Twia,& the reſt af the cities of Nueno 777gnoand from 
| thence 
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thence againe to enter Per«; but ina fightinthe ſaid 
Nuenoreygno he was ouerthrowne, & finding no way to 
 eſcape,he firſt puttothe ſworde his own children,tore- 
telling thens rhat they ſhould nor liue to be defamed 
orvpbraid byghe Spaniards after his death, who would | 
hauec tearmed them the children of a Traytor or Tyrant, : 
and that ſtthence he could not makethem Princes , he 
would yet deliuer them from ſhame and reproch: 
Theſe WCre the cads and tragedics of Oreliano , Oraace, 
Oſia R te Martines, and 4 rt, 
After theſe followed Teronims Ortal de [aragoſa with 
r 30, ſoldiers , who failing his enterance by fea was calt 
with 'the currant onthe coalt of Paria, and peopled 
about s, Miguell de Nexeri , It was then attempted by 
Don Pedro ae filua a Portugues of the tamilic of Rigomes 
de ſylna ; and by che. fauour which Rigomes had with the 
king,he was ſetout,but he alſo ſhot wide ofthe mark, 
for being departed from Spine with his fleete , he en- 
tred by Maragnon and Amazones, whereby the nations 
ot the riuer, and by the Amazones he was vtterly ouer- 
throwen, and himſelfe andall his armic defcated,one.. ſj 
ly ſcueneſcaped ,and of thoſe buttwo returneJ, | 
After him came Pedro Hernandez de ſerpa, and lan = f 
dedat C mana inthe weſt Indies, taking his iouracy by 
land rowards Orenoque; which may bee ſome 1 zZO, 
leagues, but ere he cameto the borders of the ſaide 
riuer, he was ſet. vpon by a nationof Indians called 
W:4iri and ouerthrowacin fort , that of 300. ſoldiers, 
horſemen , many I11ians, and Negro: ,there returned 
bur r 8: others affirmethat he was defeated in the very 
entrance of Gaia, at the firſt ciuilltowne of the Em- 
Pire called AMacwreguarai , Captaine Preſton intaking 
D3 S,Tago 
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S Tagode Leon( which was by him and his companies 
very reſolutly performed ,being a greate towne , and 
farwithintheland) held a gentleman priſoner who 
diedin his ſhip , that was one of the companie of Her- 
nandes de Serpa, and ſaued among thoſe that eſcaped , 
who witneſſed what opinion is held among the Spa - 
»iardsthereabouts of the greate riches of Guiana, and 
Elderado the citic of Inga . Another Spaniard was 
brought aboord me by Captaine Preſto» , who told me 
inthe hearing of himſelfe and divers other gentle - 
men , that he met with Berreos Campmaiſter at Cara- 
cas,when he came from the borders of Gw4ana,and that 
he ſaw with him fortic of moſt pure plates of goulde 
curiouſly wrought , and ſwordes of Giana decked and 
inlaid with golde , feathers garniſhed with golde, and 
diuers rarities which he carried to the Spaniſh king, 

After Hernandez de Serpait was vndertaken by $ An 
delantado; Don Gonzales Cemenes de Caſada,who was one 
of the chiefeſt in the conqueſt of Nueuo reigne, whoſe 
daughter & heire Don Anthonio de Berrzo maried: Gonza- 
le: {ought the paſſagealſo bythe riuer called Papame- 
ze, which riſeth by Q#ite in Pers, & runneth ſoutheaſt 
100. leagues,& then falleth into Amazones,but he alſo 
failing the entrance, returned with the loſſe of much 
labour and coſt: I tooke one captaine George a Spari- 
«rd that followed Gonzales in this enterprile . Gonzales 
gaue his daughter to Berreo taking hisoth and honor, 
to follow the enterpriſe to thelaſt of his ſubſtance 
and life , who ſince as he hath ſworne to me hath _ 
300000, ducates inthe ſame, and yct neuer could en- 
terſo far into the land as my ſelfe with that poore 


troupe or rather a handfull of men, being inall about 
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100 gentlemen, ſoldiers, rowers, bote-keepers,boies, 
and of all ſortes: neither could any of the forpaſled 
vndertakers , nor Berreo himlſelte diſcouer the country, 
till now lately by conference with an auncient king 
called Carapara he got the true light thereol: for Ber- 
| reo came about 1 500.miles,cre he vnder{toode ought, 
or could finde any paſſage or entrance into any parte 
thereof, yer he had experience of all theſe forenamed, 
and diuers others, and was periwaded of their errors 
and m.iſtakings . Berreo ſought it by the riuer (aſſamar, 
which falleth into a great riuer called Paro, Pats tallerh 
into Meta 5 and Merainto Baraquan 3 which is alſo 
called Orenoque. 

He tooke his tourney from Nueuo reygHo dr granada 
where he dwelt, having the inheritance of Gonzales Ce- 
menes in thoſe parts: he was followed with 700, horle, 
he drauc with him 1000+ heade of cattell, he had alſo 
many women, Indians,and {laues. How all theſe riuers 
croſle and encounter , howthe country lieth and is 
bordred, the paſſage of Cemenes, and Berres, mine 
owne diſcouery, and the way thatTI entred, with all 
the reſt ofthe nations and rivers , your Lordſhip ſhall 
recciue in alarge Chartor Map, which I haue notycr 
finiſhed,and which I ſhall moſt humbly praie was! 5H 
to ſecret,and nottoſufferittopaſſeyour own hands, 
for by a draught thereof all may bee preuented by 
other nations, For I know it isthis very yeere ſought 
by the French, akhough by the way that they now 
take, I feare itnot much. It was alſo tolde me ere I de- 
parted England , that/4hers the Admirall was in pre- 
paration for the planting of Amazever,to which river 


the French haue made diuers voyages, and returned 
much, 
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much gold and otherrarities, I ſpake with a captaine 
ofa French ſhip that came from thence , his ſhip ri- 
ding in Falm#th, the ſame yecrethart my ſhips came 
frſt from Virginia, 

Therewas another this ycerc in He{ford that allo 
came fromthence, and had been 14. moneths atan | 
ancor in Amizores, which were boch very rich; Al. 
though as Iam perſwaded; Gzi424 cannot be catred 
11 thatway, yetno doubt the trade of gold from thence 
{|| paſſeth by braunches ofriuers into . river of Amazo- 
nes and ſoit doth on euery hand farre trom the coua - 
rreyiticlte , for thoſe Indians of Trinedads have plates 
of gold from Guiana J and thoſe Canibals of Dominica 
which dwell inthe Ilands by which our ſhips paſle 
yeerly tothe eſt Indies, allo the Indians of Pariagthoſe 
Indians called Tucarts,C bockt, Apotomios, C WmManagotor, 
and all thoſe other nations inhabiting nere about the 
mountains thatrun from Pria thorow the Prouince ; 
of Yenſuello, and in Afaracapanz, and the Canibals of 
G Kanipa ,the Indians called 4 ſawai,Coaca, A i4i,and the 
l/ reſt all which ſhall be deſcribed in my deſcription as 
they ate ſiruate)haue plates of gold of Gxiana-And vp- 
on theriuer of Amazoves Thener writeth that the peo - 
ple WEATe Croiſſants of gold, for of that form the Gaiani- 
ian; moſt commonly makethe : So as from Dominica 
to Amazones wich is aboue 250,leagues,althe chieſe 
Indians in al parts weate of thoſe plates of Guiana. Va- 
doubredly thoſe that trade Amazorer returae much 
gold, which (asis aforelaide)commeth by trade from 
Giaut, by ſome branch of a river that falleth from the 
countrey into Amazoner, and either itis by the river 


which paſſerh by the nations called 7i/nads:, or by Ca- 
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repuna, made inquiry amongſt the moſt ancientand | 
be\t traucled of the Orenogueponi,& I had knowledge of f 
all the rivers between Orenoque and Amazones _ and was 
very deſirous to vnderſtand the trueth otthole warlike 
women, bicaule of ſome it is beleeued, of others not : 
| And though Idivrefle from my purpole , yer I wil 
ſer downe that hath beene delivered me for truth of 
thoſe women, and I ſpake with a Caſqze or Lorde of 
people that told me he had been in the river, and be- 
yond ital{o, The nations of thefe women are on the 
ſouth {ide of the riuer inthe Privinces of Tepago, and 
their chiefelt ſtrengths, andretraQts are in the Iands 
ſcituate onthe ſouth ſide of the entrance, ſome 60, 
leagues withinthe mouth of the ſatderiuer, The me- 
mories of the like women are veric ancient as well in 
Africa as in Aſia: In Africa thoſe that had CMedyſator 
Queene: others in Scithianeere the rivers of Tanars and 
5 Thermadon : we finde allo that Lawpedo and Aarthe/ia 
VWwerc QOmeens of the Amazones : in many Iuiſtories they 
are verified to haue been, and in divers ages and Pro: 
uinces : Butthey which are nottar from Gx-44 do ac- 
companie with men but onceinayeare, and for the 
time of one moneth, which I gather by rhcir relation 
to bein Aprill, And that time all Kings of the bor- 
ders aſlemble, and Queenes of the Amazores , and 
afterthe Queenes haue choſen, the reſt caſt lots for 
their/alentives, This one moneth,they feaſt, dance, & 
drinke of their wines in abundance,and the Moone be- 
ing done, they all depart to their owne Prouinces , If 
they conceiue, and be delivered of aſonne , they re- 
» rurne himtothefather, itof adaughter they nouriſh 
7 it,andretaineit,andas many-as haue daughters ſend 
VAtO 
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vnto the begetters a Preſent, all being deſirous to in- | 
creaſetheir owne ſex andkind,but chat they cut ofthe © 
right dug of the breſt I donot finde to be true , It was ; 
farther told me,that if in theſe warsthey tooke any pri- 
ſoners that they vied ro accompany with thoſealſo at | 
what timoſocuer, but in the end for certaine they put 
them to death: for they are ſaid to be very cruell and 
bloodthirſty,cſpecially ro ſuch as offer to inuade their 
territories, Theſe Amazoves haue likewiſe great ſtore 
| of theſe plates of golde , which they recoucr by ex- 
| change chiefly for a kinde of greene to nes,which the 
Spaniards call Piedras Hjadas, and we vic for ſpleene 
ſtones,and for the diſeaſe of the ſtone we allo elteeme 
them: of theſe I ſaw diuers in Guia»z, and commonly 
cuery king or Caſque hath one, which their wiuesfor 
the molt pact weare, and they eſteem them as greate 
iewels, 

Buttoreturne tothe enterpriſe of Berres, who (as I 
| : haue ſaid)departed from Nwewo reyg»o with 700.horſe 
ll be{ides the prouiſtons aboue rehearſed; he deſcended 
lh  bytheriuer called Caſavar, which riſcth in Nemo reyg- 
1 »o out of the mountaines by the citic of Tia , from 
which mountaine alſo ſpringeth Pars, both which fall 
into the great riuer of Meta, and Mera rifeth from a 
mountaine ioyning to P ampelone 11 rae, ſame Neo 
reygno de Granada : theſe as allo Guaiare, which iflncth 
out of the mountaines by Twmara fall all into Baraquan, 
and are but of his heads, for attheir comming togi- 
ther they looſe theirnames,and Baraqwa» farther down 
is alſo rebaptized by the name of Orenoque. On the 
other ſide of the citie and hils of Timan« riſeth rio gran- 
&,which falleth into the ſea by Savtte Harte, By Caſ- 
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ſonar firſt,and fo into Mera Berreo paſſed , keeping his 
horſemen on the bankes , where the countric ſerued 
chem for comarch, aad where otherwiſc he was dri- 
uen to embarque them in boates which he builded 
for the purpoſe, & ſo. came with the currant down the 
riuer of Hera,and ſo into Baraquar, After heentred 
that great and mighty riuer, he began daily to looſe 
of his companies both men:aadhorſe,for it is in ma- 
ny places violently ſwift , :and hath forcible eddies, 
many ſands , and diuers Ilandes ſharþe pointed with 
rocks : Bur after one whole yeere, tourneying for the 
moſtpartby riuer, and the reſt by land he grew daily 
tro fewer numbers,for both by {icknes,and by encoun- 
tring with the people of thoſe regions,through which 
hetrauelled,his companies were much waſted,eſpect- 
ally by diuers incounters with the Amapaiens: And in 
allthis time he neuer could learne of any paſſage into 
Guiana,nor any newes orfame thereof, vatill he came 
co a farther border of the ſaide Amapaia, cight daies 
iourncy fromthe riuer Caro , which was the fartheſt 
river that heentred. Among thoſe of Amepair,Guiana 
was famous, bur few of theſepeople accoſted Berreo, 
or wouldetrade with him the firſt chree moneths of 
the {1x which he ſoiourned there, This Anapaia is 
allo maruellous rich in golde(as both Berres confeſſed 
andrthoſe of Gziazz with whome'I had moſt confe- 
rence)and is fituate vpon Orenoke alſo , Inthiscoun- 
trey Berreo loſt 60.0t his beſt ſoldiers, and moſt of all 
his horſe that remained in his former yeeresrrauell: 
bur in the end after diuersencounterswiththoſe 'nati- 
ons they grew to peace, ant{'they-preſented Ber eo 
with ro. [mages of fine gold amog diuers orher _ 
E an 
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and Croiſſants , which as he ſware to me and diuers 0- 


ther gentlemen wereſo curiouſly wrought, as he had 
not feene the like eyther in 1:aly, Spayre, or the Lowe 
Countries: and he was refoluetthat when they cameto 
the handes of the Spaniþ king , ro whom he had ſent 
them by his Campmaſter,they would appeare very ad- 
mirable, efpectally being wrought by ſuch a nation as 
had no Iron inftruments at all, norany of thoſe helps 
which our gold[miths haue to work withail, Thepar- 
ticular name of the people in Amapaia which gaue 
him theſe peeces are called Anetar,zand the riuerof O- 
renoque atthart place is aboue 12, Eng/ſh miles brode , 
which may be from his out fallinto the ſea 700. or 
800. miles. 

This Prouince of Amapaia is a verie low and a ma- 
riſhground neere the river, and by reaſon of the red 
water which 1flueth out in ſmall branches thorowthe 
fenny and boggie ground there breed diuers poy{on- 
full wormes and ſerpents, and the Spaniards not ſul- 
peCing, nor in any fort ftoreknowing the danger were 
infeed witha grieuous kindof flux by drinking ther- 
of,and enen the very horſes poiloned therewith: Info 
muchas at the end of the fix months,that they abode 
there, of alltheir:roups, there were not left aboue 

2120, foldiers,andneyther horfe nor cattle, For Berreo 
hoped 'tochaue found Giaza by 1000. miles neerer 
than itfell outto be in the end, by means wherof they 
ſuſtained-much want and much hunger , oppreſſed 
with greenous duſcalcs, and all the mitcriesthat conld 
be imagined. I demanded of thoſe in Giiana that had 
trauclled Arigapare how they liucd withthat tawny or 
red waterwhentheytrauclled thither, and they tolde 

I me 
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methatafter. the g#» was neerethe midle of the skie, 
they viedto fill cheir pots and pit chers with that wa» | 
ter, but either before that cime,ortowards the ſetting 
of the Sz it was dangerous todrinke of, and in/the 
night ſtrong poiloa , | learned alla of diucrs ortherrt- 
uers of that nature amoag them: which were: ailo 
(while the Su2 was in the Aeridian)very late to drink, 
andinthe moraing , cucning,and night, wooadertull 
dangerous and infetiue, From this prouiuce Berres: 
haſted away as ſoone as the Springand beginning of 
Summer appecred, & lought his entrance onthe bor- 
ders of Orenoque onthe ſouth {1de, bur there ran. a 
ledge of ſo high & impaſſable mountaines as he-was 
not able by any meanes co marcliouer the,cotitiuing 
fcom the eaſt lea into which Orenoque falleth, cuca to 
Quito in Pers: ncither had he meanes to carrie viAuall 
or munition ouer thoſe craggie, high,and alt hils,be- 
ing all wood1y , and thoſe ſo thicke and ſpiny, and ſo 
full of prickles,thoracs;aud briers,as it is impoſſible to 
creepe thorow them: he hadalſo neither friende(bip 
among the people,nor any interpreter to perlwade or 
treatewith them , and more, to his difaduantage,rthe 
Caſſiqui and Kings of Amapaia had giuen knowledge of: 
his purpole to the Guianjans and that he ſoughtrs 
ſackeaad conquer the Empire, forthe hope of their 
lo greate abundance andquantities of gold: he paſſed 
by the months of many'greateriuers, which tell into 
Orenoque both trom the notth and ſouth , which Ifor- 
beareto name for tediouſncs, and bicauſe they are 
more pleafing indeicribihg thanteading.} 1 2 5 4

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leſt was as big as Ria grande, that paſled between. Pope

& numbred among thegreat r\uers ofthe world:) But 
he knew notthe names of any of theſc,but Caroli only, 
neither from what nations they clifcended, neitherto 
what Prouinces they led, for he had no meanes todil- 
courſe with the inhibatanrs at any time: neither was 
he curjiousin theſe things , bcing vererly valearned,& 
not knowing the caft fro the weſt, But of alltheſeI] got 
ſom knowlegde, & of many more, partly by mine own 
trauel, & the reſt by coference: of ſom one I learnedone 
of others thereſt, hauing with-me an-Indianthatſpake 
many languages, &that of G«iaxa-naturaliy .L ought 
out all the aged men,& ſuch as were greateſttrauelers, 
and by the one & the other I cameto vnderſtand the 
ſiruations, theriuers , the-kingdoms from the caſt ſea 
tothe borders of Porn, & from Oreneque ſouthward as 
far as Amazones or Maragnon, andthe religions of Ma- 
ria Tambzil, and ofall the kings of Prouinces and cap- 
tains oftownesandvillages ; they ſtoodin tearms 
of peace or war, and which were friends or enimies 
the ane-with che other, without which there can be 
neither:entrance/nor conqueſt in thoſeparts, nor els 
where :: Forby the diſſenztion berweene Gmaſcar and 
#, Paeawicongquered; Pers, and by the hatred 
that theTraxrallians bare vo Mytezuma , Cortez Way 
victoriousouer Mexico 3xrirhout which both the one 
andthe other hadfailed oftheirenrerprize, and ofthe 

great honor andriches.zwivchthey attained vato, 
Now:Ber n-to grow inty diſpaire, and loo - 
ked for no other ſucceſſe than his predeceſſor in this 
; | entcr= 
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enterprize , vntillſuch time as he ariuedat the Pro - 
vince of Emeria-towardes the ealt ſeaand mouth ofthe 
riuer,where he found anationof people very fauoura» 
ble, andthe countrie full ofall-mannerof vituall, The 
king ofthis.landis called: Carapana,, aman verie wile, 
ſubrill, and of great experience , being litle lefie than 
100, yecres old: In his yourh he wasſent by; his father 
into the [land of Trinedado, by reaſon of ciuill warre 
amongthemſelues, and was bredata village, in that 
[land called Parico: at thatplace in his youth he had 
{ſcene many Chriſtians both; French and Spaniſh, 
and went diuers times with the Indians of Trine - 
dado to Marguerita and Camera inthewelt Indies,(for 
both thoſe places haue eucr beenreleeved with vidtu- 
all from Trizedado)by reajon whereof he grew of more 
vaderſtanding,and norcd the. difference of the nati- 
ons,comparingthe:ſtrength-andarmes.of his country 
with thoſe of the Chriſtians, andeuerafter tempori- 
zed ſo, as wholveuerelſe did amiſle;, or was waſted by 
contention, Carapane kepthim(elfeand his country ia 
quiet and plenty: he allo held peace with Car-bas, Or 
Canibals his neighhour ,, and had free trade with all na- 
tions whoſocuer elle had war. 

Berreo{oiourned and reſted his weake troupe in the 
towne of Carapana tix weeks,and from him learned the 
way and paſſageto Gaiam, andthe riches & magni- 
cence thereof: bur beingthen-vrterly dilable to pro- 
ceede, he determinedtotry hisfortune another yere, 
when he had renewed hisprouiſions,, and regathered 
more force;which he hoped for as wel out of Spain,as 
ir 6-Nneno rexwo,where he bad left his ſon Don Anthonjo 
Xemenes to ſecond him vpothe firſt notice-giuen of his 

| entrance, 
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entrance, & ſo-for the preſent imbarqued himlſelfe in 
Canear, & by the braunches of Orenoque ariucd at Tri- 
neaado , hauing from Carapana ſufficient Pilots to con» 
duthim, From 7r7medado he coaſted Paria, and fo re- 
couered Marguerita: and hauing made relation to Dex 
Tuan Sermento the goueraour of his procecding , and 
perſwaded him of the riches of Guiana ,he obtai - 
ned fromthence 50, ſoldiers, promiſing preſently to 
returne to Carepara ,andiſo into Guiara , But Ber- 
re ment nothing leſle © 49 time , for he wan - 
ted many prouiſtons neceflarie for ſuch ancater - 
prize, and therefore departed from Aſarguerita, (cated 
himſclfe in Trinedade, and from thence ſent his 
Camprmaiſter, and his Sargeant maior backe to the 
borders to diſcouer the necte(t paſſage, into the Em- 
pire, az alſo totreate with the borderers, and to 
drawethemto his partic and louc, without which, 
he knew he could neither paſle ſately , norin anic 
ſortbe relecued with victuall or ought els. Carapars 
diretedthis companieto a king called Aforequito, 
aſſuringthem that no man coulde deliuer ſo much 
of Guiana ,as Aorequito could, and thathis dwelling 
was but fiuedaics iourney from CMacureguarai , the 
firſt ciuillrowne of Guiana; 

Now your Lordſhip ſhall vaderſtandthat this 1o- 
reqwito , one of the greateſt Lords or Kinges of the 
borders of G#iana, had two or three yeares before 
beene at Cumana and at Aarguerita , in the weſt 
Indics , with greate ſtore of plates of golde , which 
he carricd to/ exchange for ſuch other things as he 
wanted in his owne countrey;and was daylyteaſted, 


and preſented by the/gouernours of thoſe places, "= 
| he 
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held amongſt themſomertwo moneths,in which time 
one Vides gonernor of Camara wan himto be his con- 
ductor into G#i4z4, being allured by thoſe Croiſants 
and Images of gold which he brought with him to 
trade ,as alſobythe ancient ftameand magnificence 
of E/ Dorado : whereupon Yedes [ent into Spayne for a 
Patent to diſcouer and conquer Grian4 , not knowing 
of the precedence of Bevreos patent , which as Berreo 
aftrmeth was ſigned beforethat of /74es: fo as when 
Vides vnder ſtood of Berreo, and that he 114d made cn- 
trance into that territorie, and forcgone his deſire and 
hope, it was verilic thought that Yidzs practiſed with 
AMoregquizoto hinder and diſturbe Zeryeo in al he could 
and norto ſuffer him to enter through his Seignorie, 
nor any of his companies , neither to victuall , nor 
guide them in any ſort; for ides gouenor of Caman, 
and Bzrreo were become mortall enemies, as well for 
that Berreo had gotten Trinedado into his Patent with 
Guiana, as alſo in that he was by Berreo prevented 
inthe journey of Gia:4 it ſelfe: howlocverit was [ 
know nor, but © Aoreqmre for a time difſſembled his 
diſpoſition, ſuffered Spaniards , anda Frier ( which 
Berreo had fent to diſcoucr Manoa) to travel] through 
his countty, gauethem a guide for AMacnreguaray the 
firſt cowne of ciuill and apparrelled people , from 
whence they had other guides to bring them to 
Hana the great citie of Inga: and being furniſhed 
with thoſe thinges , which they had learned of Ca- 
rapana , were of moſt price in Guiana, went onward, 
and in cleuendaies arrined at c3{anoa, as Berreo affir- 
meth for certain:although I could not be aſſured ther- 


of by the Lord which now gouerneth the Prouince of 
__ _CMoreqnite 
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Aorequito , for hetold me that they got all the golde 
they had, in other townes on this fide Manoa,there 
being many very great andrich, and (as hefaid)buile 
like the townes of Chriſtians,with many roomes, 
Whentheſe ten Spaniards were returned,and rea- 
dic to put out of the border of Arromaia, the people of 
Morequitoſetvponthem, & flew themallbur one that 
ſwam the riuer , and tooke from them to the value 
of 40000, peſocs of golde, and as it is written in 
the ſtorie of 7b, one onely liued to bring the newes 
to Berreo , that both his nine ſouldiers and holie fa- 
ther were benighted in the ſaide Province, 1'my 
ſelfe ſpake with the Captaines of cAforequiro that 
ſlewe them , and was at the place where itwas ex- 
ecuted, Berreo inraged heerewithall ſente all the 
ſtrength he coulde make into Arromaia, to be reuen- 
goed of him, his people, and countrey : but Moreguito 
ſulpecting the ſame fled ouer Orenoque,and thorowthe 
territories of the Saima, and wikiri, recoucred Cumana, 
rvhere he thonght himſelfe very ſafe with /7de: the go- 
, uernor: But Berreo ſending for him inthe kings name, 
and his meſſengers finding him in the houle of one 
Faſhardo on the ſudden ere he was ſulpe&ed,loas he 
could notrhen be coueyed away,Ymae: durſtnot deny 
him,as well roauoide rhe ſuſpition ofthe pratiſe, as 
alſofor that an holy fatherwas flaine by him and his 
people, Moreguito offred Faſhardothe weight of three 
quinrals in gold, tolethim eſcape , but the poore 
Gaiam betraide of all fides was deliuered to the 
Campmaſter of Berres ,and was preſently executed, 
Afterthe death ofthis Morequiro, the ſouldiers of 
Berres ſpoiled his territorie,/&tooke diuers priſoners, 
among 
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among others they tooke the vnckle of CAorequito 
| called T optawari, who is now kin g of Arromaia ) waole 
5 ſonne I brought with mc into Exg/and)and isa man of 
| 


great vnderſtanding and pollicic : he is aboue 100. 

yceres old,and yer ofa very able bodice : the Spamyardes 

led himin achain 17.daics,and made him their guide 

from place to place betweene his countrey & Emer:a 

| the prouince of Carapane aforeſaid , and was at laſt 

g redeemed for 100. plates of gold , and diuzrs (tones 
called Piedras Hyadas, Or Spleen ſtones, Now Berres tor 
executing of Morequizo and other cruelties , ſpoiles , 
and {laughters done in Arroware hath loſt the loue of 
the Orenoqueponi , and of all the borderers, and dare 
not ſend any of his ſoldiers any farther into the land 
thanto Carapana which he called the porT of Guiana: 
; but trom thence by the helpe of Carapaxa he had trade 
* farther intothecountry,&alwaies appointed 10,Spa 
niarde: to reſide in Carapanas towne,by whoſe fauor 8& 
by being conducted by his people, thoſe tenſearched 
the couutrey thereabouts as well for mines, as for 
other trades and commodities, . 

They allo haue gottena nephew of Moregquito, 
> whomtheyhaue Chriſtenedand named Dor 7uar,ot 
> whomthey hauegreathope,cndeuoring by all means 

* toeſtabliſhhim inthe ſaidprouince., Among manic 
other trades thoſe Spaniards vied Can to paſle to 
the riuers of Barema, Pawroma , and Diſſequebe,which 
are on the ſouth ſide ofthe mouth of Orenogue , and 
the re buie women and children from the Canibals , 

* which areofthatbarbarous nature, asthey will for 3. 
| or 4hatchets ſell the ſonnes and daughters of their 

' owe brethrenandliſters, and for ſomewhat , more 
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euen their own daughters:heerofthe Spaniards make 
great profit, for buyinga maid of 12.0r 13.yceres for 
three or fower hatchets,they {ellthem againe at Mar- 
ezeritainthe welt Indies for 50.and 100.,peſoes which 
is ſo many crownes, 

The maſter of my ſhip 70. Doxg/as tooke one of the 
Canoas which came loden from thence with people 
to be ſold, and the moſt of them eſcaped , yer of 
thoſe hee brought, there was one as well fauoured, 
and as well ſhaped as cuer I ſawe anie in England, 
and afterwarde I ſawe many of them , which bur 
for their tawnic colour may bee comparcd to anie 
of! Europe , They alſotrade in thoſerivers for bread 
of Caſſai , of which they buy an hundred pounde 
weight for aknite, and ell it at /Marguerita forten 
peloes. They alſo recouer great ſtore of cotten, bra- 
fill wood , and thoſe beds which they call FHumaca 


. orbraſill beds, wherein in hot countries allthe Spa- 


niards vie to lie commonly, and in no other , ney- 
therdidwe our ſelues while we were there: By means 
of which trades, for ranſom of diuers of the Gaianiany, 
and for exchange of hatchets and kniues, Berreore- 
couered ſome ſtore of gold plates,cagles of gold and 
Images of men anddiuers birds, and diſpatched his 
Campmaſter for Spaine with all that he had gathe- 
red, therewith to leuy ſouldiers,and by the ſhew ther- 
of rodrawothers to the loue of the enterprize: and 
hauing ſentdiuers Images as well of men as beaſtes, 
birds and fiſhes ſo curiouſly wrought in gold , doub- 
ted not but to perſwade the king to yeeldto him ſome 
further helpe , eſpecially forthat this Jande hath ne- 
uer been{acked,the minesnever wrought, andin __ 
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Indies their works were wel ſpent,and the gold drawn 
out with greate labour and charge: he alſo diſpacrhed 
meſſengers to his ſonne in Neo rey»o to leuy all the 
forces he could,and to come downtheriuer Orexoque 
to Emeria, the prouince of Carpare, to mcet him: he 
had allo ſentto Saint 7 ago ae Leon onthe coalt of the 
Caracas to buy horſes and mules, 

After I had thus tearned of his proceedings paſt & 
purpoſed : I told him thatI had refolued to ſec Guia - 
»4, andthat it was the end of my journey, &the cauſe 
of my comming to Trinedado, as it was indeed,( & for 
that purpoſe I ſent /a. hidden the yeere before to get 
intelligence , with whom Berreo himſelfe had ſpeech 
at that time , and remembred how inquiſitiue 74- 
whiddon was of his proceedings, and ofthe countrey 
of Guiana,) Berreo was ſtricken intoa greate melancho 
lic and ſadnes ,and vſed all the arguments he could 
to diſwade me, and alſo aſſured the gentlemen of 
my company that it would be labour loſk and that the 
ſhould ſuffer many milſeriesif they proceeded : And 
firſt he deliueredthar I could norenter any of the ri - 
uers with any barke or pinace, nor hardly wich any 
ſhips bore, it was folow, ſandic, and full of flats, 
and that his companies were daily grounded in their 
Canrras which drew buttwelue inches watec: he fur - 
ther ſaide thatnone of the countrey would come to 
ſpeake with vs, but woul4 all flie, and if we follow « 
edthemro their dwellings , they would burne their 


' ownetownes, and be{ides that the way was long,the 


winter at hand, andchattheriuers beginning oace to 
ſwel, itwas impaſh>!cto ſtemthe currant, &chat we 
could notiathoſe {mal bats by any mganss carry vic- 
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tual for halfe the time , and that/ which indeed moſt 
diſcoraged my company) the Kings and Lords of all 
the borders and of Gxia»a had decreed, that none of 
them ſhould trade with any Chriſtians for gold, bi - 
cauſe the ſame would be their owne ouerthrow, and 
that forthe loue of gold che Chriſtians meant tocon* 
quer and diſpoſleſie them of all together, 

Many and the moſt of theſe I found to be true, but 
yet I reſoluing to make trial of all whatſoeuer hapned 
direted Capraine George Grfford ry Vice-admirall 
to take the Liems whelpe , and Captaine Ca/feld his 
barketo turne to the eaſtward, againſt the mouth of a 
riuer called Capxri, whoſe entrance I had before ſent 
Captain 1tiddon & Io, Doug/as the maſter,to diſcouer, 
whofounde ſome nine foote water or better vpon 
the flood, and fiueatlow water, to whom I had 

ven inſtructions that they ſhoulde ancor at the 
edgc of the ſhold, and vponthe beſt of the loode 
to thruſt ouer, which ſhold 7h» Doxgias boyde and 
bekonned for them before : but they laboured in vain, 
for neither could they turne ir vp altogitherſo farre 
tothe eaſt, neither didthe flood continue fo long, 
but the water fell ere they coulde haue paſled the 
{andes, as we aſter founde by a ſecond experience:{o 
as now we muſt either give ouecr our enterprize , or 
leauing our ſhips at aduenture 400. mile behind ys, 
ro run vp in our ſhips bores, one barge,and twowher 
ries, butbeing doubtfull howto carrie victuals forſo 
long atime.in fuchbables, or any ſtrength of men , 
eſpecially for - that Berreo: aſſured vs that his ſonne 


.muſt be by thattime come downe with many fol- 
dicrs,, 
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diers, I ſent away one Xmg maiſter of the Lions wheipe 
with his ſhip botc to trie an other braunch of a riuer 
inthe bottom of the bay of Gzanipa, which was called 
Amana,to proue if there were water to be found for 
either of the ſmall ſhips to-enter: Bur when he came 
tothe mouth of Amar, he found it asthereſt , but 
ſtaied notto diſcouer it throughly , becauſe he was 
afſured byan Indian his guide that the Canitales of 
Gxanipa would aſſailethem with man yCareas,& that 
they ſhot poiſonnedarrowes, ſoas it he haſted not 
backe they ſhould.all beloſt, 

Inthe mean time fearing the worſt I cauled all the 
Carpenters we had to cut down a Gallego bote, which 
wementto caſt oF, and to fit her with banks to row 
on , andin all thinges to prepare her the beſt they 
could, ſo as ſhe might be broughtto draw bur. fiue 
foote, for ſo much we had onthe bar of Cap+ri atlowe 
water, And doubting of K mg returne I ſent 7o, Dowgla: 
againein my long barge,as well rorelecue him as alſo 
ro makea perte&t ſearch in the bottom of that baie, 
For it hath beene held for infallable that whatioever 
ſhip or bote ſhall fall cherein,can never diſſemboque 
againe,by reaſon of the violent currant which ſetterh 
; intothe ſaide bay , as alſo for that the rbize and ea- 
| ſterly windbloweth direRly into rhe ſame , of which 
k Op1nton I have heard obs Hampton of Plimmouth one 

of the greateſt EXPCrience of England, & diuers others 
beſides that have traded Trivedads, 

I ſent with Tobn Douglat and old Caſſique of Trinedads 
for aPilot, whotold vs. that we could not returti2 
again by the bay orgulte,butthathe knew a by branch 
which ran withinthe land to the Eaſtward, and what 

he 
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hechoughtby.ie we might fall into Capsri , and ſo 
returne 1n fower, daics:ohx Darglas [carched thoſe ri- 
uers , and foundfower goodlycntrances, whereof the 
leaſt was as bigge as the Thame: at Yotwich, butin the 
baicthitherwardit was ſhole and bur ſix foote water, 
ſo as we were now without hope of any ſhipor barke 
to paſle ouer , and therefore reſolued ro goon with 
thebotes , and the bottome ofthe Ga/lego , in which 
wethruſt 60.men: Inthe Lins whelps bote and wheric 
we carried 20. Capraine Ca/fie/din his wherrie carried 
ten more , and in my barge otherten , which mad: vp 
a hundred: we had no other meanes but to 'carric 
victuallfor a moneth in theſame, andalſoto lodge 
therein as we could, and to boile and dreſſc our meat: 
Captaine Grfford had with him Maſter Ed», Porter , 
captaine Ef, and cight more in his wherrie with all 
their victuall, weapons, and prouiſions : Captain Cat- 
field had with him my coſen But ſhead G orge; and cight 
more , [n the galley,of gent, and officers my (clic had 
captaine Thr, my choſen hn Greenui/e, my nephew 
Tobn Gilbert , Captaine Whiddim,captaine Keymir, Edw + 


 Handcoke,captaine Clarks, licurenant Hewes,Thg.vpton 


Captaine Facy, lerom Ferrar, Antho. Wells, jill. Connocz 
and abouc50, more, Ve could not learne of Berres 
any other way to enter but in braunches , ſo farre to 
the windeward as it was impoſlible'forvs to reco- 
uer: for we had as much ſeato croſle oucr in our 
wherriesas betweene Dower and Calls and in a great 
billow,the winde and currant being both very ſtrong, 
ſoas we weredriuen togo inthole {mall botes dite&- 
ly before thewindeinto the/botrome of the baic of 


Guanipa , and from thence to cnter rhe taouth of ſom 
| one 
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one ofthoſe riuers, which 7o,Dowglar had laſt diſcoue- 
red, and hadwith vs for Pilote an 7ndian of Barema, 2 
riuer tothe ſouth of Orenogue,betweene that and Ama- 
z.0xe5, whoſe Cancas we had formerly taken as he was 
going fromthe ſaid Barema, laden with Caſſauibread 
to ſell at Margwerita: this Arwacan promiſed to bring 
me into the great riuer of Oreneque, but indeede of 
that which he entred he was vtterly ignorant , for 
he had notſeencit in twelue yeeres before, at which 
time he was very yoong, and of no-indgement., and 
if God had nor ſent vs another helpe, we might haue 
wandred a whole ycere inthat laborinth of rivers, 
ere we had found any way: eyther outor in, eſpecial- 
ly after we were paſt ebbing and flowing , which 
was in fowerdaics: forI know allthe carth doth not 
yeeldethelike confluence of ſtreames and branches, 
the one crofſingthe other ſo many times, and all ſo 
faire & large, andſolike one to another, asno man 
cantell which to take : and if wewent by the Sun or 
compaſle hoping thereby to go diretly one way or 
other , yet that way wewere allo cariedin acircle 
amongſt multitudes of Ilands,and cuery Iland ſo bor- 
dered with high trees, as no man coulde ſee any fur- 
ther than the bredth of theriuer, or length of the 
breach: Bur this irchancedthar emtring intoariuer, 
(which bicauſce it had noname we called the riucr of 
the Red croſſe,our ſelues beingrhe firſt Chriſtians that e- 
uer came therein-)the 22.0t cAfay as we were rowing 
vp the ſame, we eſpicd aſmal Carza with three Indeans, 
which (by the ſwiftnes of my barge,rowing with eight 
oares) I ouertooke ere they could croſſethe riuer,the 
reſt ofthepeople on the banks ſhadowed vnder the 
thicke 
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thickew6od gazed on with a doubrfull conceit what 
might befall thoſe three which we had taken - But 
waen they perceiuedthat we offred them no violence 
neither entred their Cazos with any of ours,nor tooke 
outofrhe Canaany githcir, they then began to ſhw 
chemſelues on the banks (ide, and oftred ro trafftique 
with vs for ſuch thingsas they had, and as we drewe 
neere they ail ſtaide, and we came with our barge to 
che mouth of a little creeke which came from their 
cowneintothe great riucr. 

As we abode there awhile,our Indian Pilot called 
Ferdinando would needs go aſhore to their village to 
fetch ſome fruites, and to drinke of their ar rifciall 
wines, and alſo toſec the place , and know the Lorde 
of ic againſt another time, andtooke with him a bro- 
ther of his which he had: with him in the tourney: 
whe they came, tothe village of cheſe people,the Lord 
of the Iland offredto lay hands of them purpoſing ro 
haue ſlainethem both,yeclding tor reaſon that this In 
dianof ours had broughta (trange nation into their 
territorieto ſpoyle and deſtroy them : Bur che Pilot 
being quicke and of adiſpoſed body {lipt their fingers 
&rawintothe woods,and his brother being the ber. 
ter footman of the two;recouered the creekes mouth, 


where we ſtaicd in ourbarge, _ out that his bro- 
ther was {laine,with that we ſec hands on one of them 


that was next vs,a very old man,and broughthim in- 


ro the barge, afluring him that if we had not our Pilot 
againe, we would preſently cur off his head . This old 
man being refoluedtharhe ſhoulde paie the loſle of 
the other, cried outto thoſe in thewoods to ſaue Fer- 
nerd: Our Pilot, bur rhey followe4 him. notwith- 
laid | ſtanding, 
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ſtanding , and hunted after him vpon che foote with 
their Dcere dogs,and with ſo maine a crie that allthe 
woods cckoed with the ſhoute they made, bur art laſt 
this poore chaſed Indian recouered the riuer {ide,and 
got vpon attee,and as we were cpaſting,leaped down 
and {wamto the barge halfe dead with teare; but our 
good hap was , that we kept the other olde Indian, 
which we handfaſted to redecme our Pilot withall, 
for being natural of thoſe riuers, we aſſured our (clues 
he kneiv the way better than any ſtranger could , and 
indeed, buc for this chance I thinke we had neuer 
found the way cyther to G#ia»4,or backe to our ſhips: 
for Ferdinando after a tew daics knewnothing at al,nor 
which way to turne,yca and many times the old man 
himſelf was in great doubt which riuer to take. Thole 
cople which dwel intheſe broken Ilands &drowned 
ands are generally called Tiitiz«there are of them 
two ſortes,the one called C:awasi, and che other 4- 
FAWeete. 

The great riverof Orenoque Or Baraquan hath nine 
branches which fall out onthe north ſide of his owne 
maine mouth: onthe ſouth (ide it hath ſeuca other 
fallings into the {ea,{o ir deſemboketh by 16.armesin 
all,berweea ilands and broken ground, but the Ilands 
are very greate, many of chem as bigge as the Iſle 
of Y/19h:and bigger, and many lefle : fromthe firſt 
branch on the north to rhe laſt of the ſouth it is atleaſt 
Io00.lcagues, ſoas theriuers mouth is no lefle than 
300. miles wideat his entrance into the ſea, which I 
take to be farre bigger thanthat of Amezornes: al thoſe 
chat inhabiteinthe mouth ofthis riuer ypon the ſeue- 
rallnorth branches are chefe Tiwirivuer, of which rhere 
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are two chiefe Lords which hauc continuall warres *! 
one withthe other -the lands whichlie onthe right | 
hand are called Pallamos , and thelandon the left Ho» | 
rorotemaka , and the river by which John Dowglas re- 
| turned within the land from Amara to Capart , they 
" call Macnri, 

Theſe Tivitizas are a verie goodlie people and verie 
valiant, and haue the moſt manlic ſpeech and moſt 
| deliberate that euer I heard of what nation ſocuer, In 
the ſuramer taey haue houſes on the grounde- as in » 
other places : in the winter they awellvpon the trees, *! 
where they build very artificiall rownes and villages, 

As it is written in the Spaniſh ſtorie of the weſt Indies, © 
that thoſe people doin the low lands 'neere the gulfe Þ 
of Yraba: for berweene May and S eptember the river | 
of Orenoke riſeth thirtie foote vpright, and then are 

thoſe Tlands ouerflowen twentic foot Eigh aboucthe 

teuell ofthe ground, ſauing ſomefew raiſed grounds 
inthe middle of them : and for this cauſe they are en= | 
forced to liue in this maner, They neuer eate of anic | 
thing that is ſet or ſowen,and as at home they vie nei- {| 
ther planting norother manurance,ſowhen they cot | 
abroad they refuſgto feede of ought, but of that which 
nature without labor bringeth foorth, They vſe the 
tops of Palmires for bread,and kil Deeregfiſh and porks 
for the reſtof rheirfuſtenance;, they have alfo manie 
ſortes of fruites rhargrow in the woods,andgreat va- 


rietie of birds and foule. x 

Andifro ſpeake ofthemwere not tedious,and vul, + * 
gare,ſurely weſawe in 'thoſepaſlages of very rarecow 
louts & forms,not elſewhere to be found, for as nuch' © 
a5 I hauceither (cen or read.Ofthele people "_ _ | 
_ we | 
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dwell VÞON the bran ches of Orenaque called G a4puri and 
eMacureo are for the molt part Carpenters of Caroas 
forthey make the moſt and faireſt houſes , and {ell 
thein into Gx:ans for gould,and Into Trinedado tor To- 
baceos, inthe exceſhiuetaking whereot,they excecd all 
nations, and notivichſtaading the moiſtnes of the 
airein which they liuc ,the hardaes of their diet, 
and the greatlabours they ſuffer ro huat,fith, & toule 
for their liunig in all my lite either inthe Indies or 
in Europe did [ neuer behold a more goodlie or bet- 
ter fauoured people, or a more manly . They were 
woont to make warre vpon all nations, and eſpeci- 
ally on the Canibals, ſo as none durſt without a good 
ſtrength trade by thoſeriuers , but of latethey arear 

geace with their neighbours, all holding the Spaniards 
for a commonenimie . VVhen their commaunders 
die, they vie greate Iamentation,and when they think 
the fleſh! of their bodies is putrified , and fallen from 
the bones , then they rakevp the carcale againe, 
and hang itin the Ca/qzies houſe that died, and 
deck his Seal with teathers of all colours, and hang 
all his gold plates a boute the bones of his armes , 
thighes ,andlegges . Thoſenations which are cal - 
led Arwacas which dwell onthe ſouth of Orenoque , 
( of which place and nation our Indian , Pilot was) 
arediſperſed in many other places, and do vie to 
beate the bones of cheir Lords into powder,and their 
wiues andfriends dcinke itall in their ſeuccal ſortes of 


drinks. 


After wedeparted fromthe port of theſe Ciawan , 
vve paſſed vp the riucc vvithrhe laod,8& ancored the 
ebbe,aadin this ſortvve vvearonvvard, The third day 

G2 that 
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that weentred theriuer our Ga/ley came on ground 
andſtuck ſo taſt,as we thoughtthat enen there our dif- 
couery had ended, andthat we muſt haueleft go, of 
our men to haue inhabited like rooks vpon trees with 
thoſe nations: burthe next morning , after we had 
ca\t our all her ballaſt , with tugging and hawlingto 
and fro, we got her aflote, and went on: At fower 
dates ende weefell into as goodly ariuer as cuer I 
beheld, which was called the great Amara, which 
ran more direCtly without windings and turnings 
than the other. But ſoone after the food of the lea 
left vs, and we enforced eyther by maine ſtrength to 
row againita violent currant, orto returne as wiſe 
as we went out, we had then no ſhift but to per- 
{wadethe companies that itwas but two or three 
daies worke , and therfore deſired them to take pains, 
euery gentleman and others taking their turnsto row, 
and to ſpell onerhe other at the howers end, Euerie 
day we paſled by goodly branches of riuers, ſome 
falling from the welt, others from the caft into Ama- 
»a, but thoſe] leaueto the diſcription inthe Chars 
of diſcouerie , where cuery one ſhall be named with 
his riſing and deſcente. Whenthree daies more were 
ouergone ,our companies began to deſpaire , the 
weatherbeing extreame hot , the riuer bordered with 
yeric high trees that kept away the aire,andrhe cur - 
rant againſt vs cuery daic ſtronger than other:Butwe 
cuermore commaunded our Pilots to promiſe an end 
thenextday, and vſeditſolong as we were driuen to 
aſſure rhem'from fower reaches of the riuer to three, 
and foro two,&ſ{oto the next reach:but ſo Jong- we 
Jaboured as many daics were ſpent, and ſo a_ to 
raw 
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_—_ ourſclues to harder allowance, our breade eucn 
the laſt, andno drinke art all : and our men and 
our {clues ſo wearied and ſcorched , and doubfull 
withall whether we ſhould ever performe it orno, the 
heat encreaſing as we drew towards the line, for wee 
were now in five degrees, 

The farther we went on{our viduall decreaſing and 
the aire breeding greate faintnes)we grew weaker and 
weaker when we had moſt neede ot ſtrength and abili- 
tie, for howerlie the river ran more violentlic than 
other againſt vs , andthe barge , wheries : and ſhips 
bore of Captaine Grfford, and Captaine Calfic/d, had 
ſpent all cheir proviſions, ſo as wee were brought 
into deſpaire and diſcomfort , had we not periwa- 
dedallthe company that it was but onlie one dayes 
worke moret9 attaine the lande whereWe ſhould be 
relecued of all we wanted , and if we returned that we 
were lure to ſtarue by the way , and that the woride 
would alſo laugh vs to ſcorne . On the banks of theſe | 
rivers were diuers{orts of fruites good to eate,flowers 
and trees of that varietic as were ſufficient to make 
ten volumes of herbals , we relecued ourſelues ma - 
nietimes with the fruits of the countrey , and ſom- 
times with foule and fiſh: we ſaw birds of all colours, 
ſome carnation, ſome crimſon Fforenge tawny, pur - 
ple*, watcher , and of all other ſortes both fim- 
ple and mixt,as it was vnto vsa greate good paſſing 
of the time to behould them , beſides the relicte 
we found by killing ſomeſtore of them with our fou- 
ling peeces, without which , hauing litke or ro bread 
and lefle drink, but only the thick and troubled water 
of the rjuer , we had beenin a very hard caſe. , 

ur 
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Our old Pilot of the Ciawaritwhom,as I ſaide before 
we tooke to redeeme Ferdinand, ) told vs, thatit we 
would enter a branch of ariuer onthe right hand with 
our barge and wherries ,and leaue the Galley at ancor 
the while in the greate riuer, he would bring vs to a 
rowne ofthe Arwacas where we ſhould finde ſtore of 
breade, hens,fiſh, andof the countrey wine, and per- 
ſwaded vs thatdeparting from the Ga/leyat noone,we 
mighe returne ere night- I was very glad to heare 
this ſpeech, and preſently cooke my barke, with eight 
musketiers,Captain G:ffords wherrie, with himſelte & 
foure musketiers , & Captaine Calfield with his wher- 
ry and as many ,and ſo we.cntred the mouth of this 
riner , and becauſe we were perſwaded that it was fb 
neere, we tooke no victuall with vs at all : when we 
had rowed three howres, we maruailed we ſawe noe 
ſigne of any dwelling, and aſked the Pilot where the 
townewas, he told vs alitle farther : afterthree hours 
more the S#» being almoſt ſer , we began ro ſuſpe&t 
that he led vs that way to betray vs, tor he confeſ - 
ſed that thoſe Spaniardes which fled from Trinedade, 
and alſo thoſethat remained with Carapana in Eme - 
ria, were ioyned togither in ſome village vpon that 
river, But when it grew towardes night , and we 
demaunding where the place was , he tolde vs but 
fower reaches more : when we had rowed fower aad 
tower, welaw noftgne , and our poore water - men 
cuenheart broken , and tired, were ready to giue vp 
theghoſt; for we had now come from the Galley - 


neer torty miles, 


Atthe laſt we determined to hang the Pilot, and 
if we had well knowenthe way backe againe by night, 
he 
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| hehadſurelygone, burour owne neceſſities pleaded 
ſufficiently tor his ſafctic : for it was as darke as pitch, 
and the riuer began ſo to narrowe it ſelfe , and the 
trees to hang ouer from fide to fide, as we were dri- 
wen with arming ſwordes to cut a paſſage thorow 
thofe branches that couered the water. Ve were ve- 
rie deſirous to finde this rowne hoping ot a caſt, bi- 
cauſe we made but a ſhort breakfaſt aboorde the 
Gall inthe morning, and it was nowe eight a clocke 
atnight, and our ſtomackes beganto gnawe apace: 
but whether it v-as. beſt to returne or goc on , we be- 
gan todoudt ſulpeCting treaſon in the Pilot more 
and more : but the poore olde Indian euer aſſured vs 
tffaticwas buralittle farther, but this one turning: 
andthatturning , and atlaſt aboute one a clocke £ 
ter midnight we ſaw a light, and rowing towardes 
it, we heard the dogs of the village . VVhen wee 
landed we found few people, for the Lorde of thar 
place was gone with diuers Canoar aboue 400, miles 
of, vpon aiourney towards the licade of Orenoqze to 
trace for golde, and to buy women of the Canivals, 
vv hoafterward vnfortunately paſledby vs as werode 
atanancorin the portof Aforequito in the dark ot night 
and yet came ſo neervs, as his Cano: grated againſt 
our barges: he le{t one of his company atthe porte 
of CMorequito , by vvhom vve vndcritood that he / 
had brought thirty yoong vroomen, diuers piates of 
gold, andhadgreat ſtore of fine peeces of cotton 
cloth , and cotron beds . In his houſe vve had good 
ſtore of bread,fiſh, hens, and Indian drinke , and fo 
reſtedthatnight,andinthe morning afcer vyehadtra- 


ded with ſuchof his people as came down,we retuned 
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towards our Gallez,and brought with vs ſome quanti- 
ty of bread, fiſh, and hens, 

On both ſides of chis riuer,we paſſed the moſt beau- 
tifull country that euer mine cies beheld: and where- 
a5 all that we had ſeen before was nothing but woods, 
prickles,buſhes, andthornes,heere we beheld plaines 
of twentie miles inlength,the graſle ſhort andgreene, 
andin diuers parts groues of trees by themſelues,as if 
they had beenb althe art and labour in the world [o 
made of purpoſe:and ſtil as we rowed,the Deerecame 
downe feeding by the waters fide,as if they had beene 
viedtoa keepers cal. Vpon this riuer there were great 
ſtore of fowle, and of many ſorts : we ſaw in it diuers 
ſorts of ſtrange fiſhes,8& of maruclous bignes, bur ft 
Lagarto: it exceeded,for there were thouſands of thoſe 
vglicſerpents,andthe people call it forthe abundance 
of them theriuer of Lagartor, in their language. I had 
a Negroa very proper yoong fe low, that leaping out 
of the Galley to ſwim inthe mouth of this riuer , was 
inall our ſights taken and deuoured with one of thoſe 
Lagartos, Inthe mean while our copanies in the Galley 
thought we had beene all loſt,for we promiſed to re- 
turne before night) 8& ſent the Lions helps ſhips bote 
with Captaine Y/hiddon to follow vs vp the riuer, but 
the next dayafter we hadrowed vp and downe ſome 
fower ſcore miles, wereturned,and went on our way, 
_ vpthe great riuer, and when we wereeuenat the laſt 
caſt for want of victuals , Captaine Gifford being be. 
forethe Galley, andthereſt ofthe botes , ſecking out 
ſomeplace toland vpon the banks to make fire eſpi- 
ed tower Ca»oar comming downetheliuer,8 with no 
{mall ioy cauſed his mentotrie the vttermoſt of their 
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ſtrengths, and after a whilerwo ofthe 4 . gaue ouer, 
and ran themſclues aſhore, euery man betaking him- 
ſelfe to the faſtnes of the woods , the two other leſlec 
ot away , while he landed to lay holde on theſe, and 
h turned into ſome by-crecke , we knew not whither: 
thoſe Canoas that were taken were loden with bread, 
& were bound for Marguerite in theweſt Indies, which 
thoſe Indians(called Arwacas) _— to carrie thi- 
ther for exchange : But inthe þ er, there were three 
Spaniards , who hauing heard ofthe defeat of their 
gouernour in Trinedado, and that we purpoſed to en- 
ter Guiana , came away inthoſe Caroar: one of them 
was a Cawallero, as the Captaine of the Arwaca: after 
fold vs, another aſouldier, andthe third arefiner, 

Inthe meane time , nothing on the earth coulde 
haue been more welcome to vs nextvnto gold , rhen 
the great ſtore of very excellent bread which wefound 
ia theſe Can2as,for now our men cried,letvs go on,we 
carenot how farre. After that Captaine Gifford had 
brought the two Careas to the Galley , I tooke-my 
barge,and went tothe banks {ide wich a dozen ſhor , 
where the Cana: firſt ran themſelues aſhore, and lan- 
ded there, —_— out Captaine Gifford and Capraine 
Thyn on one hand,and Captaine Calfe/d onthe other, 
tofollow thoſe that were fled into the woods,and as I 
was creeping thorow the buſhes, [ſaw an Indian baf- 
ket hidden, which was the refiners basket , for I found 
init, his quickſtſucr,ſalrpeter,and diuers things forth e 
triall of mertels,and alſo the duſt of ſuch ore ashe had 
refined,butin thoſe Caoas which eſcaped there was a 
good quantity of oreand gold, I then landed more 
men,and offered 500.poundro what ſouldicr ſocuer 
H coulde 
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could take one of thoſe 3.Spaniards that we thought 
were landed, But our labours were in vaine in that bh 
halfe , for they putthemſelues iato one of the ſmall 
Canoas:and ſo while the greater Cana were in taking, 
they cſcaped : but ſeeking after the Spaniardes, we 
found the Armaca hidden inthe woods which were 
pilots forthe Spaniardes , and rowed their Canoas : of 
which I keptthe chicfeſt for a Pilot, and carried him 
with me to Giana , by whom Ivnderſtood,where and 
in what countries the Spaniards had labored for gold, 
though I made not the ſame knowen to all: for when 
the ſprings began to breake , and the riuers to raiſe 
themſelucs ſo ſuddenly as by no meanes we could 
abide the digging of anie mine.eſpecially for thatthe 
richeſt are detended wich rocks of hard {tones,which 
we call the hite ſar, andthat it required both rime, 
men,and inſtruments fit for ſuch aworke, I thought ie 
beſt notto houer thereabouts , leaſt if the ſame had 
been perceiued bythe company,there would have bin 
by this time many barks & ſhips ſet our, 8& perchance 
other nations would alſo haue gotten of ours for Pi- 
lots,ſo.as both our ſelues might haue been preuented, 
& al our caretaken+ for good vſage of the people bin 
vtterly loſt , by thoſethat onely reſpe& preſent pro- 
fit, and ſuch violence or infolence offered, as the na- 
tions whichare borderers would haue changed their 
deſire of our loue and defence ,into hatred and vio» 
lence. Andfor any longer ſtay to have broughta more. 
uantity(which I heare hath bin often obieed)whos+ 
7 Buprr had ſcene or prooued the fury of that river af- 
ecrit begantoariſe , and had been amoneth and od 
daics aswewerefro hearing oughtfrs our ſhips,lea- 
| uing 
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uing them meanely mand, 4oo. miles off, would 
perchance hauz turned ſomwhar ſooner than we did, 
ifallthe mountains had beene gold , or rich ſtones : 
And to ſay the truth all che branches and ſmal riners © 
which fell into Orenoque were raiſed with ſuch'ſpeede, 
as if wee waded themouer the ſhooes in the mor - 
ning outward, we were coucred to the ſhoulders 
homewarde the very ſame day: and to ſtay to dig 
out gold with ournailes, had beenc Opas /aboris bur 
not I»gery : ſucha quantitie as would haue ſerued 
our turnes we could not haue had, but a diſc6uery of 
the mines to ourinfinice diſaduantage we had made, 
andthat could haue becn the beſt profit of farther 
ſcarch 6r ſtay, for thoſe mines are nor eaſily broken, 
nor openedin haſt, and I could hauereturneda good 
quantitie of gold readie caſt, if I hadnot ſhot at ano- 
ther marke ,than preſent profit, | 

'This Arwacas Pilot with the reſt , fearing that we 
would haue caten them,or otherwiſe haue put thE to 
ſome cruell death , for the Spaniards to the end that 
none of the people inthe paſlage towards Gxiana or 
in Gran4it ſelte might cometo ſpeech with vs , per- 
ſivadedall thenations, thatwe were men eaters, and 
Canibals: but when the poore men & women had ſeen 
vs ,and that wegauethem meate, and tocyuery one 
ſomthing or other , which was rare and ſtrange to 
them, they began to conceiuethedeceitand purpoſe 
ofthe Spaniards, who indeed(as they confeſſed )tooke 
from them both their wiues, anddaughters daily,and 
vſed them for the ſatisfying oftheir owneluſts, elpeci- 
ally ſuch as they tooke in this manner by ſtrength. Bur 
I proteſt before the maieſtie of the liuing God , that] 


H2 neither 
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neither know nor beleceue, that any of our companie 
one or other, by violence or otherwiſe,cuen knew any 
oftheir women, and yet wefaw many hundreds, and 
had many in our power , and of thoſe very yoong, 8 
exccllently fauoured which came among vs without 
deceit, ſtarke naked. 

Nothing got vs moreloue amongſt them then this 
viage, tor 1 ſuffered not any man to take from any of 
the nations ſo much as a Pina , or a Potatoroote, with- 
out giuing them contentment, norany manſo much 
\ asto offer to touch any of their wiues or daughters : 
which courſe ſo contrary to the Spaniards ( who ty- 
rannixe ouerthem in allthings ) drew them to, ad- 
mire her Maieſtie , whoſe comaundement I told thE 
it was, andalſo wonderfully to honour our nation , 

But I confeſle it was a very impatient worke to keep 
the meaner ſort from ſpoile and ſtealing , when we 
cameto their houſes, which bycauſein all I could nor 
preuent, | cauſed my Indian interpreter at every place 
when we departed,to know of the lofle or wrong don, 
and if ought were {tolcn ortaken by violence, either 
the ſame was reſtored,and rhe partic puniſhed in their 
ſight, orelſe was paid forto their vitermoſt demand , 
They alſo much woondred atvs,afterthey heard that 
we had ſlainethe Spaniards atTrinedade,torthey were 
before reſolued,that no nation of Chri/tiar: durſt abide 
their preſence, andthey woondred more when I had. 
made them know ofthe great ouerthrow that hir Ma- 
ieſties armic and fleet had giuen them of late yeers in 
their owne countries, | 

Afﬀeer we had takenin this ſupply of bread; with di- 
uers baskets of rootes which were excellent meate , I 

gaue 
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gaue one ofthe Canoas tothe Arwacas, which belon- 
gedto theSpaniards that were eſcaped , and when I 
had diſmiſſed all but the Captaine (who by the Spani- 
ards was chriſtined Martin ).I ſent backinthe fame 
Canoathe old Ciawan,and Ferdinando my firſt Pilot ,and 
= them both ſuch things as they deſired, with fuf- 
cient viAtuallto cary them backe:and by rhem wrote 
aletter tothe ſhips, which they promiſed to deliuer, 
and pertormedit, andthen I went on', with my new 
hired Pilot Martinthe Arwacan : but the next orle - 
cond day after,we cameaground again with our gal- 
ley,and were like to caſt her away,with all our victuall 
and prouifion,and ſo layon the ſand one whole night 
and were farre more in deſpaire atthis time to free 
hirthen before, becauſe we had no tideof floodto 
helpe vs,and therefore feared that all our hopes wold 
haue ended in miſhaps: but we faſtened an ancor vp- 
onthe land, and with nuaine ſtrength drew her off : & 
ſo the 15.day we diſcouered a farre off the mountains 
of Guiana to our greateioy, and towards the eucning 
had aſlent of a northerly windthat blew very ſtrong, 
which broughtvs in {jght of the greate riuer of Oreno- | 
q*#e30ut of which this riuer deſcended wherein we 
were: we diſcried a farre off three other Canoas as far 
as we could delcerne them,after whome we haſtened 
with our barge and wherries, but two of them paſſed 
out of {ight, and the third entred vp the greate river; 
on the right hand tothe weſtward,& there ſtaied out 
of ſight, thinking that we meant totake the way caſt- 
ward towards the prouince of Carapara, for that way 
the Spaniards keepe, not daring to go vpwardes to 
Guiana, the peoplein thoſe partes being all their 
cnimies, 
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enimies, andthoſe in the Canoxs thought vs to haue 
bene thole Spaniards that were fled from Trinedado , 
and had eſcaped killing: and when we came (o farre 
downeasthe opening of that braunch into which 
rhey {lipped, being neare them with our barge and 
wherries, we made after them , and ere they coul4 
land , came within call , and by our interpretertolde 
them what we were, wherewith they came back wil- 
lingly aboord vs :and of ſuch fiſh and Tortuga: egges 
as they had gathered , they gaue vs , and promiſed in 
the morning to bring the Lord of that part with 
them, and todovs all other ſeruices they could, 
That nighewecame to anankor at the parting of 
three goodly riuers (the oae was the riuer of Amane 
by which we came tcom thenorth , and ran athwarrt 
towards the ſouth , the other two were of Orenoque 
which croſſed fromthe weſt and ran to the ſea to- 
wardes the eaſt ) and landed vpon a faire ſand ,where 
we founde thouſands of Tortng: egges,which are very 
wholſome meat , and greatly reſtoring , ſoas our men 
were now well filled and bighly contented both with 
the fare , andneerenes ofthe land of G#iaza which ap- 
peared in ſight, Inthe morning there came down ac- 
cording to promiſe the Lord-of that border called 
Toparima ca , withſome thirtie or forte followers, and 
brought vsdiuers ſorts of fruits, & of his wine,bread, 
fiſh, and flicſh, whomwe alſo feaſted as we could, ar 
leaſt he dranke good Spaniſh wine( whereof we hada 
ſmall quanticiein bottles) which abouc al things they 
loue . I conferred with this Toparimaca of the next 
way £0 Guiana , who conduted our galley and botes 


to his owne port, and caried vs from thence ſome 
mile 
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mile and a halfero his towne,vvhereſome of our cap- 
taines garouled of his winetill they were reaſonable 
pleafant, for it is very ſtrong with pepper,&the iuice ' 
ofdiuers herbs , and fruits digeſted and purged,they 

keepe it in great earthen pots of tenor twelue-gallons 

yerie cleane and ſweete, and arethem(ſelues at their 
meetings and feaſts the greateſt garouſers and drun- 

kards of the world : when we came to his towne we 

founde two Caſiqnes , whereof one of them was a 

ſtrangerthat had beene vp theriuerintrade, and his 

boates, people , and wite incatnped at the porte 
where we ankored, andthe other was of that coun- 

trey a follower of Toparimaca: they lay each of them 
ina cotten Z7amaca, Wkich we call brafill beds, & two 
women attending them with {1x cups and alitle-ladle 
to fill them, our of an earthen pitcher of wine,and ſo 
they drank each of them three of thoſe cups at a time 
onetothe other,andin this ſortthey drinke erunke at 
their feaſts and meetings. 

That Caſvique that was aſtranger had his wife ſtay- 
ingat the port where we ancored, and in all my life 
I haue (eldome ſeene a better fauored woman : She 
was of good ſtature,with blacke cies, fat of bodie, of 
an excellent countenance, her haire almoſt as long as 
hir ſelfe,tied vp againe in prettic knots, and it ſeemed 
ſhe ſtood not in that aw of her husband.as the reſt, for 
ſhe ſpake anddiſcomſt,anddranke among the gentle- 
men andcapraines,and was very pleaſant, knowing 
her owne comelincs,andrakinggreat pride therein, [ 
haue ſcene a Lady in England fo like to her,as but for 
the difference of colour i would haue ſworne might 
hauebecnethe ſame, 
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The feat of this towne of Toparimaca was very 
pleaſant,ſtanding on alittle hill, in an excellent pro + 


 ſpeR, with goodly gardens a mile compaſle rounde 


aboutir,and two veric faire and large ponds of excel- 
lent fiſh adioyning, This towne is called Arowoeai: 
the peopleare ofthe nation called Nepeios , and are 
followers of Carapana, In that place I ſawe very aged 
people,tharwe might perceiue all their ſinewes and 
veines without any Acth , and but euen as a caſe couc- 
red onely with skin, The Lord of this place gaue me 
an old manfor Pilot, who was of great experience & 
trauell,and knew the riuer moſt perfe&ly both by day 
and night, andie ſhall be requiſite forany man that 
paſſethitto haue ſuch a Pilot, for it is fower, fiue,and 
{1x miles ouerin many places , and twentie miles in 


other places, with wonderfull eddies,and ſtrong cur- 
rants,many great Ilands and diuers (holds, and many 


dangerousrocks, and beſides vpon any iucreaſe of 
winde ſo greate a bilbow , as we were ſomtimes in 
oreatperill of drowning in the galley, for the ſmall 
bores durſt not come from the ſhore , but when it 
was veric faire, 

The next day we hafted thence, and having an ea- 
ſterly windto helpe vs,we ſpared our arms from row- 
ing: forafter we entred Orenogque , the riuer licth for 
the moſt part eaſt and weſt , euen from the ſea vnto 
Qumtoin Pern, This riueris nauigable vvith ſhips little 
leſſe than 1000,miles,and fromtheplace vvhere vve 
entred it may be ſailed vp inſmall pinaces to many of 
the beſt parts of Nuewo reno degranade,and of Popayan: 


and from noplace may the cities of theſe ol of the. 


Indies be fo ealilie taken and inuaded as from _ 


Or Gviizda: 57 


Allthat day we ſailed vp a branch of that riuer, hauing 
on the lefr wr a great [land,which they cal 4/zpanz 
which may containe ſome fue and twentie miles in 
lengrh, & 6.miles in breadth,the great body of the ri- 
uer running 01the other {ide of this Iland: Beyondrhat 
middle branch there is alſo another Iland inthe riuer, 
called ana, which istwiſc as big as the Ifle of 1ght, 
and beyond it, and betweene it and the maine of Guia- 
4 runneth a third branch of Orenoque called Arraroo- 
para: allthree are goodly branches, and all nauigable 
for great ſhips. I iudgethe riuerin this placeto be at 
leaſt thirtie miles brode , reckoning the Ilands which 
deuidethe branches init, for afterwards [ ſought allo 
both the other branches. 

After wereached tothe head of the Iland, called 
Aſapana , alittle ro the weſtward onthe right hand 
there openeda riued which came from the north,cal- 
led Exropa,and fell into the great riuer8& beyondit,on 
the ſame {1de,we ankored for that night, by another 
Iland f1x miles long,and two miles brode, whichthey 
call Ocaywita : From hence in the morning we landed 
two Garanians,which we found in thetowne of T oÞpari- 
maca,that came with vs , who wentto giue notice of 
our comming tothe Lord ofthat countrey called P«- 
t5ma , afollower of Topiawari,chicte Lord of Arromaia, 
whoſucceded cM orequito, whom( as you haue heard 
before) Berreo put to death,bur his towne being farre 
within the land,he came nor vnto vs that day,ſo as we 
ankored againe that night neere the bankes of ano- 
ther[land,of bigne; muchlike the other, which they 
call Putapaymaz, onthe maine lande , ouet againſt 


which Iland was a very high mouatain called Oecope: 
I WE 
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we couered to ankor rather by theſe Tlands in the ri- 
uer,than by the maine, becauſe ofthe Tortygas egges, 
which our people found on them in great abundance 
& alſo becauſe the ground ſerued better for vs to caſt 
our nets for fiſh, the maine banks being for the moſt 
part ſtony and high, & the rocks of a blew meralline 
colo ur, like vnto the beſtſtecle ore, which I afluredly 
take itto be: of the ſane blew ſtone are alſo diuers 
great mountaines , which border this riuer in many 
Places. 

The next morning towards nine of the clocke , we 
weyedankor,& the brize encreaſing,we failed alwaics 
welt vp the riuer , andaftera while opening theland 
on the right ſide, the countrey appeercd to be cham- 
paine,and che banks ſhewed very perfe&red: I rhere- 
fore ſent two of the little barges with captaine Gifford 
and with him captaine 7hyn,captaine Calfteld , my co- 
ſen Greennile, my nephew To, Gilbert, Captaine Eyn , 
maſter Edw. Porter 5 and my coſen Butſhead G orges, with 
ſome fewe ſoldiers,to march ouer the bankes of that 
red land, and todiſcouer what maner of countrey it 
was on the other {1de,who at their returne found it all 
a plaine leuel, as farre as they went or could diſcerne, 
from the higheſt tree they could gervpon : And my 
old Pilot,a man of great trauell brother to the Caſſiqne 
T oparmiea to]Id me , thatthoſe were called the plaines 
of the Sayma, and that the ſame leuell reached ro Cx- 
mana, and Carracacin the weſt Indies,which are 120, 
leagues tothenorth , and thatthere inhabited fower 
principallnations. The firſt were the Sama, the next 
Aſawai , the third andgreateſt the ikiri, by whom 
Pedro Hernandez de Serpabetore mentioned was ouer- 
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throwen ,as he paſſed with three hundred horſe from 
Cumanatowardes Orenoque,in his enterprize of Guians, 
the fourth are called Aroras,and arc a5 blacke 425 IVe- 
gros, but haue ſmoota haire, andrheſe are very vali- 
ant, or rather deſperate people , and haue the moſt 
ſtrong poiſon on their arrowes, and moſt dangerous 
of all nations, of which poiſon I will ſpeake ſomwhar 
being a digreſhon not vnneceſlarie. 

There was nothing whereof I was more curious, 
than to finde out the true remedies of theſe poiſoned 
arrowes, for beſides the mortalitic of the wound th 
make, the partic ſhot indureth the molt inſufferable 
torment in the world , and abideth a moſt vgly and 
lamentable death, ſomtimes dying ſtarke mad, ſom- 
times their bowels breaking out of their bellies :and 
are preſently diſcolored , as blackeas pitch,and ſo vn- 
ſauery, as no man can endureto cure, or to attende 
them: And itis more ſtrange to know,that inal this 
time there was ncuer Spaniard , either by gift or tor- 
mentthat could artaine tothe true knowledge of the 
cure, althoughthey haue martired andputto inuen- 
ted torture I know not how many of them, But euery 
one of theſe Indians know itnot,no not one among 
thouſands , but heir ſouthſaires and prieſtes, who do 
conceileit, and onlyteach itbut from the father 
to theſonne. 

Thoſe medicines whichare vulgar,and ſerue for the 

- ordinaric poiſon, are made of the iuice of a roote cal- 
led Twpara: the ſame alſo quencheth maruellouſly the 
_ of burning feaucrs,and healeth inward wounds, 
andbroken veines, that bleed within rhe body , But I 
rasmore beholding to the Guianiens than any —_—_ 
6 EN Ia or 
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for Anthonio de Berreo told me that he could neuer at- 
taineto the knowledge thereof, 8 yet they taught me 
the beſt way othealingas well thereof, as ot al other 
poiſons, Some ofthe Spaniards haue been curedin 
ordinary wounds, of the common poiſoned arrowes 
with the iuice of garlike: but chis is agenerall rule for 
all mE that ſhall herafter trauell the Indies where poi- 
ſoned arrows are vied,that they muſt abſtaine om 
drinke,forif they take any licor into their body as they 
ſhall be maruellouſly prouoked therevnto by drought, 
Iſay,itthey drink betorethe wound be drefſed,orſoon 
vpon it,there isno way with the bur preſent death- 
And ſo I will returne again to our journey which for 
this third day we finiſhed, and caſt ancor againe neere 
the continent, orthe left hand betweene two moun- 
tains, the one called Aroami, and the other io: 1 
made no ſtay heere but till midnight, for I feared 
howerly leaſt any raine ſhould fall, and then it had 
beene impoſſible to haue gone any further vp, nor - 
withſtanding that there is cuery day avery ſtrong 
brize, and eaſterly winde, I deferred the ſearch of the 
country on Giana (ide, till my returne downetheri - 
uer , The nextday we ſailed by a great lland, in the 
midle ofthe riucr , called Maroripero,and as wee 
walked awhile on the Iland , while the Galley gota 
heade of vs , there came from vs trom the maine , a 
ſmall Canoa with ſeuen or eight Guiavians to invite vs 
toancor attheir port, but Ideferredtill my returne ,' 
[t was that Caſjique tO whorhoſe Nepoies went,which 
camewith vs from the towne of Toparimica: and fo 
the fift day we reachedas high vp as the Prouince of 
Arromaiathe countrey of CMorequiro whom Berreo 


executed, 
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executed,and ankored to the weſt of an, Iland called 
Murrecotima ,ten mileslong and five brode : and that 
night the Caſſique Aramiary,(to whole towne we made 
our long and hungry voyag out of the riuer of Amara) 
paſſed by vs, . 

The next day weariuedat the port of AMorequite , 
and ancored there , ſending away one of our Pilorsto 
ſecke the king of Aromaia, vncle to Morequito {laine by 
Berreo as atorelaide. The next day following,betore 
noone he came to vs on foote from his houſe , which 
was 14, Engliſh miles, himſelfe being 110. yers old) 
and returned on footethe ſame day, & with him many 
of the borderers,with many women & children , that 
came to woonder at our nation,and to bring vs down 
victuall , which they did in great plenty, as veniſon , 
porke, hens, chickens, foule, fiſh,with diuers ſorts of 
excellent fruites , and rootes, & great abundance of 
Pinas, the princes of fruits,that grow vnder the Su»,cl- 
pecially thoſe of Guiana, They brought vs allo ſtore of 
bread,and of their wine,8& aſort of Paraquites,no big - 
gerthan wrens, and of all other ſortes both ſmall and 
greate: one of them gaue mea bealt calledby the Spa- 
niards Armad!la, which they call Caſſacam,which ſee- 
meth to be all barred oner with {mall plates ſome- 
whatliketoa Reno.ero, with a white horne growing 
in his hinder parts, as big as a great hunting horne, 
which they vieto winde in ſteede of atrumpet , Alo- 

zardus writeth that a litle ofthe powder of that horn 
put into the care, cureth deafnes, 

After this old king had reſted a while ina lit- 
tle tent, that I cauſed to be ſetvp, I began by my in- 


terpretorto diſcourſe with him of the death of CAſo- 
requits 
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requito his predeceſſor, and afterward of the Spani - 
ards, and ere Iwent any farther I made him knowe 
the cauſe of my comming thither, whoſe ſeruant 
I was , andthatthe Queenes pleaſure was, I ſhould 
vndertake the voiage for their defence , and to de+ 
liver them from the tyranny ofthe Spaniardes , dila- 
ting at large,( as I had done before to thoſe of Tri- 
nedado ) her Maieſties greatenes , heriuſtice , her 
charitic to all oppreſſed nations , with as many 
of the reſt of her beauties and vertues , as cither 
I couldexpreſſe, orthey concciue, all which be - 
ing with greate admiration attentiuely heard, and 
. Mobb admired, I began to ſound the olde 
man as touching Guiana , and the ſtate thereof, 
what ſort of common wealth it was , how gouer- 
ned , of what ſtrength and pollicy , how farre it ex- - 
rended, and what nations were friendes or enimies 
adioyning , and finally of the diftance,and way to en- 
terthe ſame: he told me that himſelte and his peo- 
plewich allthoſe downe the riuer rowardes the {ea,as 
farreas Emeria ,the Prouince of Carapana , were of 
Guiana , but that they called themſelues , Orenoque. 
poi, andtharallthe nations betweene the riuer and 
thoſe mountaines in ſight called acarima, were of 
theſame caſt and appellation : and that on the other 
ſide of thoſe mountaines of wacerima there was a 
large plaine ( which after I diſcoueredin my returne) 
called the valley of Amariocapana, in all that vall 
the people were alſo of the ancient Guianians, I at- 
ked what nationsthoſe were which inhabited onthe 
further {ide ofthoſe mountains, beyond the valley of 
Amariocapana, 
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Amarircapana , he anſwered with a great ligh(as a man 
which had inward feeling of the loſle of his country 
and liberty , eſpecially for that his eldeſt ſonne was 

flain ina battell on thas ſide of the mountaines, whom 
he moſt entirely loued , that he remembred in his fa- 
thers life time when he was vericold, and hiimſelte a 
yoong man that there came down into that large val- 
ley of Giana, a nation from ſo far oft as the Su» llept , 
(torſuch were his own words,) with ſo great a multi- 

tude asthey could not be numbrednor reſiſted, 8& that 
they wore large coates, and hats of crimſon colour , 
which colour he exprefled, by ſhewing a pecce of red 
wood, wherewith my tent was ſupported, and that 
they were called Oreiones,and Epuremei, thoſe that had 
{laine and rooted out ſo many of the ancient people 
as there were leaues in the wood vponalthetrees,and 
had now made themſelues Lords of all, cuen to thar 
mountaine foot called Cxraa,ſauing onely of two na- 
tions,the one called Awarawagneri, andthe other Caſ- 
ſpagores, andthat in the laſt barrel fought between the 
Eparemei,& the Ivarawaqueri, his eldeit fon was cho- 
ſen to carry totheaide of the wararaqueri , a greate 
troupe of the Orenoquepori,and was there ſlaine with al 
his people & friends,and that he had now remaning 
but one ſonne : and farther told me that choſe Epnre- 
mei had built a grcat own called 1 Acureguras at the 
ſaid mountaine foote , at the beginning of the great 
plaines of G#iana, which hauc no ende- andthattheir 
houſes haue many roomes, one ouer the other , and 
thatthereinthe great king ofthe Oreioves and Epa- 

remei kept three Gouknd men to defend the borders 

againſt them, and withall daily to inuade m_ ſlaic 

ems

them: but that of late yeares ſincethe Chriſtians of- 
fred to inuade his territories, and thoſe frontires,they 
wereallat peace,and traded one with another, ſauing 
onely the [warawaqueri,and thoſe other nations vpon 
the head ofthe riuer of Caroh,called Caſſipagoror which 
we afterwards diſcouered,cach one holding the Spa- 
»iardtor a common enemie. 

After he had anſwered thus far,he deſired leaue to 
depart, ſaying that he had far to go,rhat he was old, & 
weake,and was euery day called tor by death , which 
was alſo his owne phralc : I deſired him to reſt with vs 
that night,but I could not intreat him, but he told me 
that at my returne from the countrie aboue ,he would 
| againe come to vs,and inthe meane time prouide for 
: vs the beſt he could, of all that his countrey yeelded: 
the ſame night hee returned to Orecorona his owne 
towne,ſo as he went that day 28. miles , the weather 
being very hot, the countrie being fituateberweene 
4.and 5.degrees of the Equinottiall , This Toprawart is 
held forthe prowdeſt,and wiſeſt of al the Orenoguepont 
[ and ſo he behaued himſelfe towards mein all his an- 

 ſwers atmy returne, as I maruelled to finde a man of 
that grauity and I and of ſo good diſcourſe, 
that had no helpe of learning nor breed, 

The next morning wealfo left the port, and failed 
weſtward vp to the rtuer,to view the famous riuer cal- 
led Care/i,as well bicauſe it was maruellous of it ſelfe, 
as alſo forthat I vaderſtoodit led to the ſtrongeſt na- 

F tions of allrhe frontires , that were enemies to the 
Epuremei,which are [ybieQs to Inga, Emperor of Guia- 
"4, and own, and that night we ankored at ano- 
ther Ilandcalled Caiama, of ſome fiucor fixe miles 

in 
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;nlength, and che next day ariued at the mouth of 
Caroli,when we were ſhort of itas low or further down 
as the port of Morequito we heard the great rore and 
fall ofthe riuer, but when we came to enter with our 
barge and wherries thinking to haue gone vp ſome 
fortie miles tothe nations of the Caſſpagoros, we were 
not able with a barge of eight oares to row one ſtones 
caſt in an hower, and yetthe riuer is as broad as the 
Thames at VWolwich , and we tried both ſides , and 
the middle, and cuery patt of the riuer, ſoas we in- 
camped vponthe bankes adioyning, and ſent off our 
Orenequepone ( which came with vs trom £1 orequits P 
to giue knowledge tothe nations T”— theriuer of our 
being there,and that wedeſired ro ſee the Lords of Ca 
«#r:«,which dwelt within the prouince vpon thatriuec 
making them know that we were enemies tothe Spa- 
niards, (for it was on this riuer fide that © Moregquite 
ſlew the Frier, and thoſe nine Spaniards which came 
from Mnoa, the Citic of 1»ga, and tooke from them 
40000, peſoes of Golde (ſo asthe nextdaic there 
came downe a Lorde or Caſcique called wanuretona 
with many people with him, and brought all ſtore 
of prouiſions to entertaine vs, as the reſt had done, 
And as I had before made my comming knowne to 
T opiawari j{o did I acquaint this Casſ1que t erewith,and 
how I was ſent by her Maieſty for the purpoſe afore- 
ſaid, and gathered alfo what I could of himtouching 
the eſtate of Guiasz , and Ifounde that thoſe alſo of 
Carol; werenot onely enemies to the Spaniardes but 
moſt of all to the Eparemes, which abound in Golde, 
and by this Waruzctona, I had knowledge that on 
the heade of this riuer were three mightic nations, 
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which wereſcatcdon a great lake, from whence this 
river deſcended, and were called C:ſpagotor, Eparago- 
tos, and Arawagotos , and that all thoſe eyther againſt 
the Spaniardes,or the Epuremei would ioine with vs,& 
that if we entred the lande ouer the mountaines of 
Curaa , wee ſhould ſatisfie our ſelues with golde and 
all other goodthinges: hee rolde vs farther ofa nation 
called Iwarawagueri before ſpoken off, that held daily 
warre with the Epuremet that inhabited £1 acuregnarar 
the firſt ciuillrowne pf Guiana, of the ſubieCtes of 7n- 
gathe rx + 1gmaE | 
Vpon this river one Captaine George, that I tooke 
with Berrcotolde me there was a greate filuer mine, 
and that it was necre the banckes of the ſaide riuer, 
Bur by thistime as well Orenoque , Caroli, and all the 
reſt of the rivers were rifen fowre or hue foote in 
height ,ſo as it was not poſſible by the ſtrength of 
any men, Gr with any boate whatſoeuecrto rowe into 
theriuer againſt the ſtreame, I therefore ſent Captain 
Thyn Ca ptainc Greenaile, my nephe wTobn G ;ylbert, my 
coſen #«1/head Gorger, Captaine Clarke, and ſoine 30. 
ſhot more to coalt the river by lande, and to goe to 
atowne ſome twentie miles ouer the valley called 
Amnatapoi, and they found guides there, to goe far- 
ther towardesrhe mountaine foote to another great 
towne,called Capmrepana, belonging to a Caſſique called 
Hahoracea(that was a nephew to old Topiawari king of 
Arromaia our chiefeſt friend )becauſe this towne and 
prouince of Caprepma adioyned to Macureguaras , 
which was afronticrtowne of the Empire: and the 
meane while my ſelfe with Captaine Giford , Cap- 
taineCalfie/d,Edw, Hencocke, & ſome halfe a doſen ſhot 
| , marched 
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marched overland to view the ſtrange ouerfalls ofthe 
river of Caroh which rored (o farre of, & alſo to ſee the 
plaines , adioyning and he reſt of the prouince of Ca- 
»wri : I ſent allo captaine hidden ,3, Conneche & (om 
eight ſhotwith them , to ſce if they coulde finde any 
minerall ſtone along(t the riuer (1de, Vihen we ronne 
tothe rops of the firlt hils of the plaines adioyningto 
theriuer, we beheld that wondertull breach of waters, 
which ranne downe Care/i:and might from that moun 
taine ſeetheriuer how itran inthe parts,abouc twen 
tic miles of, and there appeared ſom ten or twelue 
ouerfals in ſight, cuery one as high ouerthe other as 
a Churchtower, which fell with chat fury , that the 
rebound ofwater made itſceme , asifithad beene 
all couered ouer with a greate ſhower of raine: and in 
ſome places we took it atthe firſt for a ſmoke that had 
riſen ouer ſome greate towne, For mine owne part 1 
was wellperſwadcd fromthenceto haue returned, be 
ing a very illfooteman,but thereſt were all ſo deſirous 
to go neere the aide {trangethunder of waters , as 
they drew meeon by little andlitle ,til wecaryge into 
the next valley where we might better diſcerne the 
ſame . I neucrſaw a more beawrtifull countrey , nor 
moreliuely proſpeQes, hils {o raiſed heere and there 
ouer the vallies, the riuer winding into diuers braun - 
ches , the plaines adioyning withour buſh or ſtubble, 
all faire greene graſle,the ground of hard ſand caſie to 
march on,eyrher for horſe or foote, the deare croſſing 
in cuery path, the birds towards the cuening ſinging 
on euery tree with athouſand ſeuecrall tunes,crancs 8& 
herons of white, crimſon , and: carnation pearching 


in the riuecs ſide , the ayre freſh with a gent le 
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eaſterly wind,and eucry ſtone thatwe Roopedto take 
vp, promiſed eyther gold or filuer by his complexion, 
Your L. ſhall ſee of many ſortes, and I hope ſome 
of them cannot be bettered vnder the ſunne , and yer 
we hadno meanes but with our daggers and fingers to 
teare them out heere andrhere,the rockes being moſt 
hard of that minerall ſparre aforeſaid, and js like a 
flint , andis altogether as hard or harder, and beſides 
the veines like a tathome ortwo deepe in the rockes, 
But we wanted all thinges requiſite ſaue only our de- 
ſires , and goodwill to haue performed more if ithad 
pleaſed God, Tobe ſhorte when both our compa- 
nies retutned,cach of them brought alſo ſeucral ſorts 
of ſtones that appeared very faire , but were ſuch as 
they found looſe on the ground,& were forthe moſt 
part but cullored,and had not any gold fixed inthem, 
yetſuch as had no iudgementor experience kept al! 
that gliſtered , and wouldnot be perlwaded but it was 
rich becaule of the Iuſtre,and brought ot thole,and of 
Margueſite with all, from Trinedado, and haue deliue- 
red of thoſe ſtonesto be tried in many places, and 
haue thereby bred an opinion thar all the reſt is of the 
ſame: yer ſome of theſe ſtones I ſhewed afterward to a 
Spaniard of the Caracas who told methatit was E/ Ma 
are deloro,and that the mine was farther inthe ground. 
But it ſhall be found a weake policic in mee, eyther 
to betray my ſelfe , or my Countrey with imagi- 
nations , neyther am Io farre in loue with that lod- 

ing, watching, care, peril, diſcaſes , ill ſauoures, 
bad fare , and many other milchiefes that accompa- 
ny theſe voiages , asto woo my ſelfe againe into any 
O 


them , were Inotaſſuredthatthe ſunne couererh. 
not 
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not ſo much riches in any partofthe earth , Captaine 
whidden,and our Chirurgion Nicb, Aillcchap brought 
me a kinde of ſtons like Sapbrres,what they may prouc 
I knowe not , I ſhewedthem to fome of the Orenogue- 
poi, and they promiſed 10 bring metro a mounraine, 
that had of them verye large peeces growing 
Diamond wiſe: whether it be Chrittall of the moun- 
taine, Briſtol! Diamond or Saphire | doe not yet knowe, 
but I hope the beſt, ſure 1 am that theplacce is as likely 
as thoſe fromwhence all the rich {tones are brought, 
andinthe ſame height or very neare . On the left 
hand ofthis riuer Caro/:are {cated thoſe nations which 
are called Iwarawakeri before remembred, which are 
enimics tothe Epmareme:: and on the heade of it ad- 
ioyning tothe greate lake Caſſia , are {ituate thoſe 0- 
ther nations which alſorefiſt 1n-ga, and the Epwremei, 
called C aſſepagotos 3 Eparegotos ,and Arrawagotos , I far - 
ther vnderſtoode thatthis lake of Caſ/pais ſo large,as 
itis aboue one daics journcy for one ot their Canoas to 
crofle , which may bel ome 4o, miles, and that therin 
fall diuersriuers, and that greate ſtore of graines of 
Golde are found inthe ſummer time when che lake 
falleth by the banckes , in thoſe branches . There is 

alſo another good]y river beyond Caro: which is cal- 
led ers, which alſorunneth thorow the lake Caſ/pa, 

and falleth into Orenoque father weſt,making al that 

land betweenCare/i & Arm an land, which is ikwiſc a 
moſt beawtifull countrey . Next vnto Ar: there are 

woriuers Atoice and Carre , and on that braunch 

which is called Caora, are a nation of people , whoſe 

heades appeare not aboue their ſhoulders, which 

thoughit may bethought a meere fable, yer for mine 
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owne part I anreſoluedit js true, becauſe every child 
inthe prouinces of Arromaia and Canuriaffirme the 
lame: they are called Ewaipanoma: they are reported to 
hauetheireyesin their ſhoulders , and their mouths 
in the midle of their breaſts,& that along train of hair 
groweth backward between their thoulders . The ſon 
of Topiawari,, which I brought with me into England 
told me that they are the moſt mightie men of all 
the lande, and vie bowes ,arrowes , and clubs thrice 
p as bigge as any of Guiara ,or of the Orenoquepori, and 
that once ofthe [warawakeri tooke a priſoner of chem 
| the yere before our Aariuall there , and brought him 
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intothe borders of Arromaia his fathers Countrey : 

And farther when I ſeemed ro doubr of it , hee tolde 
|  methatitwasno wonder among them,bur that they 
wereas greateanation,and as common,as any other 
inallthe prouinces, and had of late yearcs flaine ma- 
nie hundreds of his fathers people,and of other nati - 
ons theirneighbours , but it was not my chauace to 
heare ofthem til I was come away , and it [had but 
ſpoken one word of it while Iwas there, | mighthaue 
brought one of them with me to put the matter out of 
| doubr . Such a nation was written of by CAſanndenile, 
| whoſe reportes was holden for fables many yeres,and 
yet ſince the Eaſt I»dies were diſcouered , wee finde 
his relations rrue of ſuch things as heererofore were 
held incredible : whether it be true or nothe matteris 
not greate,neither canthere be any profit inthe ima- 
gination,, for mine owne part | faw them nor,but]am 
reſolued that ſo many peopledid notall combine, or 
forthinke ro make the report. 


When! came to Camara inthe welt Indies afterwards 
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by chaunce 1 ſpake with a ſpaniard ewelling not farre 
from thence,a man of great trauell,and after he knew 
that | had beene in Gr44-a,and ſo farre direftly weſtas 
Careli,che fir ſt queſtion he asked me whether I had 
ſeene anic of the Emaipanoma , which are thoſe 
without heades : who being eſteemed a moſt honeſt 
man of his word, and inallthinges clſe,told me thar 
he had ſeene many of them: I may not name him be- 
cauſc it may be for his diſaduantage, bur he is well 
knowento Monjier HMrcherons lonne of London,and 
to Peter Machcron rmarchant of the Flemiſh (hippe that 
was there intrade,who alſo heard what he auowed to 
be true of thoſe people, The fourthtiner to the weſt 
of Carol is Caſnero which falleth into Orenoque on this 
ſide of Amapaia , and that riueris greater then Dar: 
bites, Or any of Europe : it ri{ech on the ſouth of Gut- 
ana from the mountaines which denide Gzianafrom 
Amazones, and I thinke it tobe nanigable many hun- 
dred miles : but we had no time, meanes ;nor ſeaſon 
ofthe yeare,to ſearch tioſeriuers torrhe cauſes afore 
faid , the winter being come vpon vs, althoughthe 
winter & \uummeras touching cold & heat differ not, 
neither do the trees cuerſencible loſe their leaues, but 
haue alwaies fruit eyther ripe orgreen, % moſt ofthe 
both bloſſoms leaues, ripe fruit,8& green at onetime: 
Bat their winter onely conſilterh of terrible raynes, 
and overflowing of the riucrs , with manie greate 
ſtormes and guſtes,thunder,and lightnings,of which 
we had our fill, cre we returned , On the North 
fide, the firſt riuer that falleth into Orenogue is Cari, 
beyond it onthe ſame (ide is the riuer of Limo,be- 
tween theſe two'is a great nation of Caribals and their 
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chiete rowne beareththe name of the riuer and is cal- 
led Acamacari: at this towne isa continuall markette 
of wome for 3.0r 4.hatchets apeece,they are brought 
by the Arwacai, and by them ſolde into the welt In- 
dies, Tothe weſt of Lime is the river Pao, beyond 
It Caturj, beyond that Yoari and Capurt which falleth 
out of the great riuer of Mets, by which Berres del- 
cended from Nuewo reyne de granada. To the weſtward 
of Capwriis the prouince of Amapaia , where Berres 
wintered, and had ſo many of his people poyloned 
with the tawny water ofthe marſhes of the Anebas, 
Aboue Amapaica rowarde Nuexo reyno fall in  HMe- 
ta, pato, and Caſanar: to the welt ofthoſe cowards 
the prouinces of the Aſhaguas & Catetios are the ri- 
uers of Beta, Dawney ,and barre, and towardes the 
frontyer of Pers are the prouinces of Thomebamba , 
and Caxmalta: adioyning to Quito in the North of 
Peru are the riuers of Guiacar and Goaxar: and on 
the other ſide of the ſaide mountaines the riucr of 
Papamene which deſcendeth into Maragnon or Amazo- 
ner paſſing through the prouince of the Auty/oxer 
where Don Pedro de Oſua who was {laine by the tray- 
tour Agiri before rehearſed, built his Briggandines, when 
he ſought Guiar« by the waic of Amezorer, Betweene 
Dawxey and Bets lieth a famous Iland in Orenoque now 
called Baraguar ( For aboue Meta itis not kowne by 
the name of Orerogue)which is called Athule , beyond 
which,ſhips of burden cinot paſſe by realo 1 of a moſt 
forcible ouerfall, and Current of waters - but in the 
eddy al ſmaller veſlelles may bedrawen cuea to Pers 
itſelfe: Buttoſpeake of more of theſe riuers withour 


the deſcription were but tedious, and therefore I will 
leaue 
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leauethe reſt tothe diſcription . This, riuer of Orexo- 
que is nauigable for ſhips little lefle then 1000, miles, 
& for leſſer veſlels neere 2000.Byit(as aforeſaid)Perw, 
Nuecuo rejno,8 Popaian,may be inuaded: it alſo leaderh 
to that great Empire of 7»g«,and to the prouinces of 
Amapaia, and Anebas which abound in gold: fiis bran- 
ches of C oſnero, Manta, Caora deſcend from the middle 
land and valley, which lieth berweene the eaſter pro- 
uince of Pers and Guiana; andit falles into the ſea 
betwne Maragnon and Trinedado in two degrees and 
ahalfe , al which your Honors ſhal berter perceiue in 
the general deſcription of Guiana, Pern,Nucuo reyne,the 
kingdom of Popayan, and Roidar , with the prouince of 
Venſuello,co the bay ot] raba behinde Cartagena , welt- 
ward: andto Amazomes ſouthward, While we lay at 
ancor onthe coalt of Ce»»ri,and had taken knowledge 
ofall the nations vpon the head and braunches of this 
river ,and had founde out ſo many ſeuecrall people, 
which were enemies to the Epmuremei, and the newe 
Conquerers: I thought ittimeloſtto linger anylon - 
ger in that place,eſpecially for thatthe fury of Orenoque 

ganne dailie to threaten vs with dangers in our 
returne, for no halfe day paſſed, butthe riuer began 
to rage and ouerflow very fearetully , and the raines 
came downe in terrible ſhowers, and gufts in greate 
abundance : and withall, our men beganneto cry out 
for want of ſhift, forno man had place to beſtowe 
any other apparrell then thatwhich he ware on his 
backe, and that was throughly waſher on his body for 
the moſt == ten times in oneday: and we had nowe 
beene well neere a moneth , cuery _—_— to the

weſtward, farther & farther from our Wee 
| wb, * theres 
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therefore turnedcowards theeaſt , and ſpentthe reſt 
ofrhe time m"diſcoucring the river towards the ſea, 
which we had not viewed, and which was moſt ma- 
teriall, The next day following we left the momh of 
Careli,and arriued againe ar the port of <Aorequite 
whete wewere before (for paſſing downe the ſ{treame 


we went withour labour, and againſt the winde, little 
leſſerhen 100.miles aday:)Afloon asI came to ancor 
I ſent. away one for old Topiawaerr,with whom I much 
deſired ro haue further conference, & alſo to deal with 
him for fome one of hiscountry,to bring with vs into 
England.as wellto learn the Janguage,as to conferre 
withall by the way, ( the time being now ſpent of any 
longer ſtay there) within three howres after my mel- 
ſeniger camero him , he arrived allo, and with him 
ſuch a rabble of all ſorres of people,and every one lo- 
den with ſomwhat, as if it had bene a great market or 
faire in England: and our hungry companies cluſte- 
red thicke and threefold among their baskets, enery 
one laying hand onwhathe liked, After he had reſted 
awhile in my tent, ſhut out al but our ſelues,and my 
interpreter,and told him that I knewe that both the 
Epuremeiand the Spaniards were enemies to him, his 
countrey and nations : that the one had conquered 
Guiana already , andthe atherſought to regaine the 
ſame fromthem both : And therefore I defired him 
to inſtru me what hee could , both of the paſſage 
intorhe golden partes of Guiazz , and to the ciuill 
cownesand apparrelled people of 7-g . Hee gave 
me an anſwere to this effeR: firſt that hee coulde not 
perceive that I meant topoonwarde towardes the 
Citic of ««ve«-, for neither therimeof ———_ 
| . cIuc

Ty 
ſcrucdzneyther could he perceiue any ſufficient num- 
bers for ſuch an cnterprize: and if I did l was ſure with 
all my company tobe burieJ there, forthe Empe - 
rour was of that {tceagrh,as that many times ſo many 
men more were toofew:belides he gaue methis good 
counſell and aduiſed meto ho{dit ia minds; (as tor 
himſelte he knewe, he could not liuetil my returne) 
that I ſhould noc ofter by any meanes hereafter ro 
inuadethe (trong partes of Gaizue withoutthe helpe 
of allele nations which were allo their enimics:for 
that it was impoſſible without choſe,cyther to be con- 
dud ,to be viQualled, or tohauc ought caricd with 
vs ,our people nat being able to indurethe march in 
ſo greate heate,and craucll,valeflcthe borderers gaue 
them helpe , to carry with themborh their meate and = 
furaicure ; Forhe rem2mbred hat in the plaines of 
AMacureguarai 303. Spaniaris were ouerthrowen , 
who wece tired out, and hadnone of the bardercrs 
tocheic fcieades , but mecting their enimies as che 
paſſed che frontier, were inuironed of all ſides, & the 
pevple ſercing the long dry grafle on fice, ſmochered 
them (> as they had ao breth ro feight, nor could diſ- 
cernecheirenimestor the greate ſmoke. He told me 
farther chat fower daies iourney from his towae' was 
CAMacuregueres, and thatthole werethe next, &nca+ 
relt of the ſubieRes of Inge, and ofthe Epurems: ,and 
the firſt rowne of apparreled and rich people, and 
that all thoſe plates of: Golde, which were ſcat - 
terred among the bordecers/and- caricd to other 
nations farre and neere y' came from the ſaide 
 Macureguarai and were there made; butthat thoſe 
of che lande. within - were fatre finer ,' 4nd were 

| L2 faſhioned 
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faſhioned after the Image of men,beaſtes, birdes,and 
fiſhes, I asked him whech er he thought that thoſe 
companiesrhat I had there with me,were ſufficient to 
take that towne or no, hetold me that he thought 
they were, 1then asked him whether he woulde af- 
ſiſt me with guides,and ſome companies of his people 
to ioyn with vs,he anſwered that he would go himſelf 
with all the borderers, if the riuers did remaine for- 
dable,vpon this condition that I would leaue with him 
til my returne againe fiftly ſouldters', which hee vn- 
dertooke to viuall : I anſwered that I had not aboue 
fiftie good menin allchere , the reſt were labourers 
and rowers , andthart I had no prouiftonto leaue with 
them of powder ,ſhot;,apparrell, or ought elſe , and 
that -without thoſe things neceſſary for their de- 
fence, they ſhould be in | uo of the Spaniardes 
in my abſence}, who I knew would vfe the ſame mea- 
ſure rowardes mine, that I offered them at Trinedads: 
And although vpon the motion Captaine Ca/fride, 
Capraine Grenwile, my nephewe 7obn Gilbert and d1- 
ers | others were deſirous to ſtay, yet I was re- 


folued that they muſt needes haue peri(hr,dfor Berreo 
ly our'of Spaine; and looked- 


e —_— 
alſo howerly-for his ſonne to come downe fromNwe- 
10 reywe degranada ; with many horfe and foote , and 


hadalſdin Yelena in the Carxeas , 200, horſe ready 
ro march, and I coulde not haue ſparcd aboue fortie, 
and had net any ftoreat all of powder, leade,or 
a eletewith then , nor an n _ 
ton , cytherſpade, pi e,or ought elfc to haue 
fortified withall', hes 1940 wn him reafon 
thatl couldnor ar thistimeleauc himſuch MG 
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hethen deſired me to forbeare him , and his countrey | 
tor thattime, for he aſſured methat I ſhoulde bee | 
no ſooner three dayes from the coaſt, but thoſe Ep. $ 
remei woulle inuade him, and deſtroye all the re- _ 
maine of his people and friendes,, it he ſhoulde any 
way ctther guidevs, or afſilt vs againit them , Hee 
further alledged that the Spaniards ſought dis death, 
and as they had alreadic murtheaed his Nephew 4s 
riquito Lord of that prouince, ſorhey had him 17, 
daics in achaine be tore | he was king of the Coun- 
trey, andled him likea doggefrom placeto place, 
vntill he had paide 100. plates of Gold, and diucrs 
chaines of ſplpen ſtones tor his ranſome: and now 
ſince he became owner of that prouince that they 
had many times laide waite totake him,andthat they _ 
would be now more vehement when they ſhoulde 
' vnderſtand of his conference with the Engliſh , and 
becauſe ſaide he , they would the berter diſplant me 
it they cannotlay handes on mce;, they haue gotten 
a Nephew of mine called Eparacaro whome they haue ( 
chriſtened Don Iuan and his fonne Pox pedro,w home ſi 
they haue alfo apparelled and armed , by whome 
they ſecke to make a partie againſt mee, in inine own 
couatrey:he alſo had taken to wite One Lowara of 
a ſtrong tamilie , which are borderers and neigh - 
bours , and my ſelfe beingnow old and in the hands 
of death, am not ablero traucll nor to ſhifte , as 
when I was of younger yeares: heetheretore praid vs 
to deferre it tillthenextyere, when he would vnder- 
take to draw inall the borderers ttoſcrue vs,and then 
alſo it would be more ſeaſonable to trauel, for at 
this time ofthe yeare, we —_ notbepableto haſle 
3 any 
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any riuer,the waters were and would be fo growen ere 
ourreturne , Hee farther told methat I could not de- 
ſire fomuchto inuade Aacareguari,& thereſt of Guite 
»: bur rhatthe borderers would be more vehemEttheE 
L.tor heyeelded for achiete cauſe that in the wars with 


the Eparemei, they were ſpoyled of their women, and 
. thattheirwiues and daughters were taken from them, 


{0 as fortheir owne partes they deſired nothing oi the 
gold ortreaſure,for their labours, bur only to :ccoucr 
womea from the Eparemei: for. he farther complay- 
ned very —_—_ ithad bene a matter of greare 
conſequence Jthat whereas they were wontto haue 
ten or twelue wiucs , they were now inforced to cone 
teatthemſclues with three or fower, & that the Lords 
of the Epwremei had 50. or 100, And in truth they warr 
more for women then either for gold or dominio- For 
the Lords of cauntries delire many children of their 
owne bodies, to increaſe their races and kindreds, for 
intholeconſiſtcheir greateſt truſt and ſtrength, Di - 
ucrs of his followers afterwards de{ired me to make 
haſt againe, that they might ſacke the Epureneei,and I 
asked them of what ? they anſwered , of their women 
for vs, and their Golde for you : for the hope of many 
ot thoſe womenthey more deſire the warre, then ci- 
ther for Golde,or for the recouery of their ancient ter= 
ritories « For what betwene the ſubices of [nge , & 
the Spaniards, thoſe fronticrs are grawen thinne of 
people, andalſogreate numbers are fledto other na - 
rions farther off tor feare ofthe ſpaniardes: «: After 
I reccaucedrhis aniwere of theolde man, wee: fell 
mto co:{:deration whether it had beene of 'bet- 
ter-| aduice; 29. haue enwed - A 
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and to have bepguunea warre vpon T»ga at this txme, 
yea or no, it thetime ofthe yeare, and all chinges elle 
had torted. For mine owne part ( as we were notable 
ta warch itforthe riuers,neicher had any ſuch ſtrEgrh 
as was requiſite, and dur{tnot abidethe comming of 
the winter, orto tatric any longer from our ſhippes ) 
I thought it were euill counjell to haue attempted 
it at rhat time ,alchoughthe delire of golde will aun* 
{were many obicCtions : But it would haue beene in 
mine opinion an Vvtter overthrow to the enterprize,if 
the ſame ſhould be izerceafrer by her Maieſty attemp- 
ted: fur then( witcreas now they haue heard we were 
enemicsto the Spaniards & were ſent by her Maicſty 
to relieue them; they would as good cheape haue toy- 
ned with the Spaniards at our teturne,as to haue yeel 
ded vnto vs,when they had proued that we came both 
for one errant, and that both ſought but to lacke and 
ſpoyle them, but as yer our deſire of gold, or our pur- 
pole of inuaſio is not known vnto thole ot the empire: 
&itis likely that if her Maicſty vndertake the cn» 
terprize, they will rather ſubmit themielues ro her 0- 
' bediencethento the Spaniardes,ot whole cruelty both 
themlſelues and the borderers haue already talted: and 
therefore till l had knowen her maieſties pleaſure , 1 
would rather haue loſtthe ſacke of one or two rownes 
{altioughthey might have becn very profitable)then 
 tohauedefacedor indangeredthie future hope of ſo 

many millions,and the great good, &rich trade which 
England may bee poſſeſſed off thereby. I am aſ- 
ſured nowe that they will all die cuen to the laſt 
man againſt the Spanyardes in hope of our ſuc- 


'coure andreturne « whereas otherwiſe if 1 had 
| | L 4 eyther 
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either laid handes on the borderers,or ranſommed the 


Lordes as Berreodid, or inuaded the ſubieRtes of 7»ga, 
Iknowe all had beene loſt for hereafter . After that 
I hadrefolued Topiawars Lorde of Aromaia that I could 
not atthis time leaue with him the companies he de- 
{ired,and that I was contented to forbeare the enter- 
ou againſt the Epxremei till the next yeare , he frec- 

y gaue me his onely ſonnerto take with me into Eng- 
land, and hoped, that though he himſelte had bur a 
ſhort timero liue, and that by our meanes his ſonne 
ſhoulde beeſtabliſhed afcer his death - and I lefr with 
him one Frames Sparrow, aſeruant of captaine Gifford, 
(who was defirons to tary,and could deſcribe a coun- 
erey with his pen) anda boy of mine called Hugh good- 
wiz,to learne the language. I after asked the manner 


. how the Eparemeiwrought hole plares of golde, and 


how they coulde melc it out ofthe ſtone; he told me 
that the moſt of the gold which they made in plates 
and images was not ſeuered from the ſtone , but that 
on the lake of Xanoa, & in a multitude of other riuers 
they gatheredit in graines of perfe gold and in pee- 
ces as big as ſmall ſtones,and that they put ittoa part 
of copper,otherwilſe they could not worke it,and that 
they Med a great earthen pott with holes round about 
it,and when they had mingled the gold & copper to- 
gn faſtned canes tothe holes,and ſo withthe 
reath ofmen they increaſed the fre till the mettell 
ran,and then they caſt it into moulds of ſtone & clay, 
andſo make thoſe plates and Images , I haue ſenc 
your Honours,oftwoſortsſuch as Icould by chance 
recouer,more to ſhew the maner ofthem.,then forthe 
value:For Ididnot in any ſort make my defire of gold 
's knowen, 
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knowen , becauſe Lhad neythertime, gor power to 
haue a greater quantity .. I 8aueamong them ma- 
nie more pecces of Golde then 1- received of 
the new money of 20, ſhillings with her Maicſties 
picturetoweare, with promiſethat they woulde be- 
come herfſeruantes thenceforth. 

I haue alſo ſear your Honorofthe oare , whereof 
I know ſome is as rich as the carth yeeldeth anic, of 
which I know there is ſufficient, if nothing clſe were 
tobe hoped for , But beſides thatwe were not able 
to tarry and ſearchthehils;ſowe had neither pioners, 
bars,fledges,nor wedges of Iron,to break the ground 
without whichthereis no working in mines : w WC 
ſaw all the hils with ſtones of the cullor of Gold and 
ſilner, andwetried themrto be no'cAfargueſite, and 
therefore ſuch as the Spanyardes call E! Madre de oro, 
which isan vndoubted aſſurance of the generall a« 
bundancezand my ſelfe ſaw the outſide of many mines 
of the Sparre , which I know to be the ſame that 
all couctinthis worlde , andof thoſe,more then 1 will 
ſpeake of, 

Hauing learned what I could in Canvriand Aremaie, 
and recciued a faichfull promiſe oftheprincipalleſt of . 
thoſe prouinces.co become {eruantes to her Maie- 
ſic, andto reſift the Spanyardes , if they madeany 
attemptin ourabſence, and that they woulde drawe 
in the nations about the lake of. Caſipa , and thoſe 
TIwarawaqueri , I then parted from. olde Topiawart, 
and recciued his ſonne. for a pledge: berweene vs, 
and left with himewo of ours as aforeſaid-To Fraxcis 
Sparrowe I gave inftcuctionsrotrauelto A. 4Y CWFESNA- 
rai, with fuch marchaadizes as I left with them, 
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chereby toJearnethe place, and if it were poſhble:to 
go on,to the great Citie of Maxea: which being done, 
we weyed ancor,and coaſted the river on Guiana (ide, 
becauſe we came vp onthe north {ide by the launes 
of the Saime and ikiri. | 
There came with vs from Aromata, 2 Caſſique called 
Patyma,that commaunded the prouince of Fargpara, 
(which Putyma flewe the nyne Spanyardes vppon 
Caro/i before ſpoken of, ) who deſired vsto reſt atthe 
poite of his Countrey , promiſing to bring vsto a 
mountaine adioyning to his townethat had ſtones 
of the cullor of Golde, which he performed : And 
after wee had reſted there one night, | went my ſelfe 
in the morning with moſt of the Gentlemen of my 
company, oucrlande towardes the faid mountaine, 
marching by ariuers fide called cAſa»a , leauing'on 
the right hand a towne called Txteritona 5 ſtanding in 
the prouince of Tarracoa , of which ariaeremegora 
is principall: Beyond ic lyeth another towne' to- 
wardesthe ſouth; inthevalley of 4muriocapana,which 
beareth thename of the ſaid valley, whoſe plaines 
ſtreechthemſelues ſome 60- miles in length, caſt and 


. welt, as fayre ground, and as beawtifull tieldes , as 


anymanhath cucefeenc,with diuer —_— ſcatered 

| and-therei bythe rivers ſale, andall as tull of 
, as any forxeſtorparke in England, and meue- 
lichke and cuerthc like abundance of fiſh and fowle, 
of which /zraprrragara is Lord, 


. - Fromthetiucriof CA ave,we croſtanortherriverin 
Corea calle Oiana;, and refted our 
felues by acleare lake, which lay inthe middle of the 
Rid Oiara, and one of our guides kindling vs firewith 
doit }; wo 
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ewo ſtickes, we ſtayed a whileto dry our ſhirts, which be 
with the heathong very weete & heauie on our (hol- 6 


ders . Afterwards we ſoughtthe ford to paſſe ouer to- 
wardesthe montain called /conuri,where Putyma fore- 
cold vs ofthe mine.[n this lake we [aw one ofthe great 
fiſhes, as big as a wine pipe,which they call A anars, 
and js moſt excellent and holſome meare, Bur after I 
ercciued,thar to paſle the ſaide riuer would require 
halfe a daies march more,[ was not able my ſelfe to in- 
dure it , and therefore [ ſent Captaine Keymir with (ix 
ſhotte to goe on, and gaue him order notto returne 
to the port of Patyma, which is called Chiparepare,but 
totakeleaſure, and to march downe the faide valley, 
as farreas a riuer called Camaca, where I promiſed 
ro meete him againe, ( P«t4ma himſelfe promiſing 
alſo to be his guide,) and as they marched, they ef 
eherownes of Emparepana ,and Capwrepana,on the ri ghe 
hande, and marched from Putymas houſe, downe the 
ſaide valley of Amariecapars, & wee returning the 
ſame day to the riuers ſide, ſawe by the way ma- 
ny rockes, like vnto Gold oare, and onthe left hand, 
a round mountaine which conſiſted of minerall 
ſtone. 

From hence we rowed downe the ſtreame, coaſting 
the prouiceof Parinez As for the braunches of riuers 
which I ouerpaſle in this diſcourſe,thoſe ſhalbe betrer 
expreſſed inthe diſcription , with the mountaines of 
Aw , Ara &thereſt, whichare ſituate inthe proutnces 
of Parino anp Carricurrine, When wee were come as 
farre downeasthe land called Ariacos, ( where Ore- 
woque deuideth it ſelfe intothree great braunches , 
each ofchem beeing moſt goodly riuers,( I ſent away 

M 2 Captaine 
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Captaine Henry Thin, and Captaine Greenewle with 
the Galley , the neareſt way, and tooke with me Cap- 
taine Grfferd , Captaine Ca/fielde , Edward porter , and 
Captaine Eros with mine owne barge, andthe two 
wherries , and went downethat braunch of Orenogue, 
which is called Carares pena, which leadeth towardes 
Emeriathe prouince of Carapaza, and towards the eaſt 
ſea ,as well ro finde out Captaine Keymis, whome I 
had ſent ouerland, as alſo to acquaint my ſc)fe with 
Carapana ,who is one ofthe greateſt of all the Lords 
of the Orenogueponi : and when he came totherinerof 
Cxmaca( to which Pu14ma promiſed to conduct Cap - 
raine Keymis ) I left Captaine Ey»o;and Maſter Por + 
ter in the ſaide river to expehis comming,and the 
reſt of vs xowed downe the ſtreame towardes Eme- 
nA, 

In this braunch called Cararoopana WEre allo ma - 
ny goodly Landes.,ſome of fix miles long , ſome of 
tenne, andſomeof Twentic, when'it grewe towards 
ſunne ſertt,ve entreda braunch of a river that fell into 
Orenoque called Winicapora : where 1 was enformed 
ofthe mountaine of Chriſtall, to which in trueth 
forthe length of the way , and the euill ſeaſon of the 


yeate,1was notable to match, nor abide any longer 


vponthe journey : wee {aw ita farre off and it appea- 
red likea white Church towr of an exceeding height: 
There falleth ouerit amightic river which toucherh 
no part of. the. fide. ofthe mountaine, but ruſheth 
ouerthe-zoppeofir, andfallethto the grounde with 
atertible noyſe aud clamor, as if 1000, greate belles 
were knocktone againſt another , Ithinke there 
isnot-in the-worlde'ſa ſtraunge anouertall, nor ſo 
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wonderfull to beholde: Berreo tolde mee that it 
hath Diamondes and other precious ſtones on it , 
and thatthey ſhined verie farre off; but whatit hath 
I knowe not, neither durſt he or any of his men aſ- 
cende to the toppe of the ſaide mountaine , thoſe 
people adioyning beeing his enimies ( as they were ) 

andthe way toitſo impaſlible, 

Vpon this riuer of #/mecapora wee reſteya while, 
and from thence marched into the Countrey to a 
rowne called after the name of the riner , whereot 
the chiefe was one 74mrwars,who allo offered to con. 
dud mee tothe roppe of the ſaide mountaine called 
Wacarima: But when wee came in firſt to the honle 
of the ſaide Timitwara , becing vppon one of their 
feaſt daies, wee founde them all as drunke as beg - 
gers, and the pottes walking from one to anotliar 
without reſt : wee that were wearie , and hotte with 
marching, were glad of the plentie ,though a ſmall 
quantitie fatished vs, their diinke beeing very ſtrong 
and headie ,and fo reſ{ted our {clues awhile zafter we 
had fedde, we dre we' our {clues backe to our boates, 
vppon theriuer, andrherecametovs all the Lordes 
of the Countrie, with all ſuch kinde of victuallas 
the place yeelded, and with their delicate wine of 
Pinas, and with abundance of hens, and other proui- 
fions , and of thoſe ſtones which wee call Spleene - 
ſtones . We vnderſtoode by the chiefetaines of 
IVinicapora , that theire Lorde Carapara was departed 
from Emeria which was nowe in fight, and that hee 
was fledde to Cairamo, adtoyning to the mountaines 
of Guiana, ouer the valley called Amariocapaza , bee - 
ing perlwaded by thoſe tenne Spanyardes which 
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lay at his houſe, that we woulde deſtroy him , and his 
country , 

Bur after theſc Caſſiqui of Wintcapora and Saporato - 
»4 his followers perceiued our purpoſe, and ſawe 
that we came as enimics to the Spanyardes onely , 
and had not ſo much as harmed any of thoſe nati- 
ons , no though wee founde them to bee of the 
Spanyardes owne ſeruantes , they aflured vs that 
Carapana woulde bee as readie to ſerue vs , as any 
ofthe Lordes of the prouinces , which wee had pal- 
ſed; and that hee durſt doe no other till this daic 
but entertainethe Spanyardes , his countrey lying 

ſo direQly in their way , ayd next of all otherto 
any enterance that ſhould bee made in Guiana on 
that ſide, 

And they farther aſſured vs, thatit was nor for 
feare of our comming that hee was remoued , but to 
bee acquited of the Spanyardes or any other that 
ſhoulde come heereafter . For the prouince of Cai- 
roma is {ituate atthe mountaine foote,which deuideth 
the plaines of Griara, from the countries ofthe O - 
remoquepeni : by meanes whereof if any ſhoulde come 
ia our abſence into his townes , hee woulde 
ſlippe ouer the mountaines into the plaines of 
Guiana amonge the Epwremei , where the Spa- 
nyardes durſt not followe him without greate 
force. 

But in mine opinion, or rather I aſſure my 
lelfe , that Carapana(becing anotable wiſe and ſubrile 
tellowe, aman of one hundred yeares ofage, and 
therefore of greate experience ) is remooued , to 
looke on, andif hefinde that we returne ſtrong, 
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hee will bee ours, ifnor,hee will excuſe his departure 
to the Spanyards,and ſay itwas for fteare of our com- 
ming, 

We therefore thought it booteles to rowe (o farre 
downe theſtreame,orto ſceke any farther for this olde 
fox: and therefore frometheriuer of Waricapana(which 
lieth at the entrance of Emeria,)we turned again , and 
leftto the Eaſtward thoſe 4 riuers which fall trom our 
the mountaines of Emeria into Orenoque, which are 
W&aracapart , Corama , Akanirt , and paroms : belowe 
thoſe 4.are alſo theſebrannches and mouths of Oreno- 
que, which fall iato the Eaſt ſea , whereof the firſt is 
Araturt, the next Amacura .the third Barima , the fourth 
Wana , the filt Morooca , the ſixt Parma , the 
laſt :74mi * beyond them, there fall out of the land be- 
tweene Orenoque and Amazomes I4, rivers which 1 
forbeare to name , inhabited by rhe Arwacas and Ca» 
wiballs, 

ſeis nowe,timeto returne towardes the North,and 
we founde ita weariſome way backe, from the borders 
of Emeria, tOrecouer vp againe to the head of the ri- 
UEcr Carerupara , by which we deſcended , and where 
we parted fromthe ealley,which I direfed to rake the 
next way tothe Porte of Toparmca , by which we en- 
red firſt , | | 

All the night it was ſtormie and darke , and full 
of thunder and great (ſhowers , ſoas we were driuen 
to keepeclole bythe bankes in our (mall boats , be- 
ing all heartely afraid both: of the billowe , and ter- 
rible Currentoftheriuer . By the next morning wee 
recouered the mouth of the riuer of C»maca , where 
wee left Captaine Eymar and Edward Porterto attend 
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the coming of Captaine Kew ouer land- but when 
we cntredthe ſame, they had heard no newes of his 
arriuall , which bredde in vs a great doubt what might 
be become of him: Itored vp a league ortwo far- 
ther into theriuer , ſhooting off peeces all the way , 
that he might know of our being there: Andthenext 
morning we heard thein anſwere vs alſo with a peece: 
we tooke them abord vs , and tooke our leaue' of 'pu- 
tyma their guide, who of all others moſt lamented our 
departure , and offred to fend his ſonne with vs into 
. England, if we could haue ſtaidetill he had ſent backe 
to his towne: but our hearts were cold to behold the 
grcatrage and increaſe of Orenogue, and therefore de- 
parted , and turnedtowarde the welt , till we had re- 
couered the'parting of the 3 braunches atorefaide, 
_ we might put downe the ſtreame after the Gal- 
7 The next day we landed on the Iland of 4ſapana, 
(which deuideth the riuerfrom that braugch by which 
we [entdown to Emeria) and there feaſted our fſelues 
withthat beaft which is called Armadille preſented vn- 
to vs before at Finicapora, and the day following we 
recouerecd the galley at ancor at the port of Toparima- 
ca , andtheſame cuening departed with verie fowle 
weather and terrible thunder , and ſhowers , forthe: 
winter was come on veric farre: the beſt was, we 
wentnoleſle then 100, miles a daic , downthe riucr: 
but by che way we entred,it was impoſlible toreturne, 
forthat the riuer of Aware, being inthebottome of 
the bay of Gxenipa , cannot be lailed backe by any 
meanes, boththe brize and current of the ſea were 
{o forcible, and therefotewe followed a brannch of 
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Orenoque Called Capari, which entredinto the ſea eaſt« 
ward of ourſhips , tothe end we might beare with 
them before the wind, and it was not withoutneede, 

for we had by that way as much to croſle of the maine 

ſea, after wee came to theriuers mouthas berweene, 

Granelyn & Doxer in {uch boats as your Ho:haucheard, 

To ſpeake of what paſt homeward were tedious ,cey- 

ther ro deſcribe or name any of theriuers, Ilandes, or 
villages of the Tivitinas which dwell on trees, we will 
leauc all thoſe to the general mappe: Andto be ſhort, 
when we were ariued atrhe ſea fide the grew our grea- 
teſt doubr,and the bitterelt of all our iourney forepa(- 
ſed, for I proteſt before God, that wee were ina moſt 
deſperate eſtate: for the ſame night which we ancored 
inthe mouth of the riuerof Caparewhere it falleth in- 
to the ſea, there aroſe a mightie ſtorme,and the riuers 
mouth was atlea(t a [eague broad, ſo as we ran before 
night cloſe vnder the land with our ſmall boates, and 
brought the Galley as neereas we could , but ſhe had 
as mucha doeto lue as could be, and there wanted 
little of her ſinking,and all thoſe in her : for mine own 
part I confeſle,I was verie doubtful which way to take, 
eytherto goc ouer in the peſtred Galley , there bee- 
ing bur ſixe foot water ouer the ſands, for two leagues 
trogerher,& that alſo in the chanaell, & ſhe drew fiuc: 
or toaduenture in ſo greata billow,and in ſo doubttull 
weather ,to croſle the ſeas in my barge, The longer we 
tarcied the worſe it was,and therefore Itook Captaine 
Grfford,Captaine Calfeild, & my coſen Greenexile in- 

| to my barge , and afterit cleared vppe , about' mid- 

night weeputour ſeluesto Gods keeping, andthruſt 

out into t $9 aying We Galley at, ancor, mo 
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durſt not aduenture bur by day-light: Ando beeing 


all very ſober, and ahchoh , One faintly chearing 
another to ſhew courage, itpleaſed Godthatrhe next 


' day aboutnine of theclocke,we diſcried the 1land of 


Trinedado,and [tearing for the neareſt part of it, wee 
keptthe ſhore tillwe came to Curiapan , where we 
found our ſhips a ancor, then which, there wasneuer 
to vs'a more ioyfull ſight. | 

Nowethatirt hath vleaſed Godto ſend vs ſafe to our 
ſhips,itis time to leaue Gx4»a to the Surme, whome 
they worſhip, and ſteare away towardes the north : I 
will therefore in a fewe wordes finiſh the diſcouery 
thereof. Of the {cueral nations which we found vpon 
this diſcouery I will once againe makereperition, and 
how they are affeted. At our firſt entrance into 
Amang,which is one of the outlets of Orenoque,we lefr 
on the right hand of vs inthe bottome ofthe bay , ly- 
ing diretly againſt 77inedado, a nation of inhumaine 
Caxibalr, which inhabitethe rivers of G#a»ipa and Bey- 
beeſe; inthe fatne bay there is alfo a third river which 
is called Ares, whichriſeth on Paria {ide rowardes Cu- 
mana, and that river is inhabired with the /ikri,whoſe 
chiete towne vponthe ſaid riuer is Sqma; Inthis bay 
there are no moreriuers,but theſe three before rehear- 
ſed , andthe fowerbraunches of Amana, all which in 
rhe winter thruſt ſo great abundance of water into 


the"fea, as the Tatye is taken vptteſh, two or three 
Ra towardes Gni- 


leaguesfromtheTand, Th the 

«re, (thats, in alſthoſelandes which the cightbran- 
clies of Orenoque faſhion into llandes W, r cre are 
bur one ſort of people called Tizitivaz , but of two 
Faſtes as they teattne them , the onecalled _— 
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the other Waraweers, and thoſe warre one withthe 
other, — | 

On the hithermoſt part of Orenoque, as at Toparima- 
e4, and Winicapora,thoſe are of a nation Called Nepoior, 
and are ofthe toilowers of Carapara, Lorde of Emeriz, 

Betweene Wiicapora and the port of LM orequito 
which ftandeth in Aromaia, and all thoſe in the val- 
ley of eAmariocapana arc calle] Oren queponi ,and did 
obey Moreguito , and are nowe followers of Topia- 
wari , Vpon the riuer of Careh , arc the Canuri, 
which are gouerned by a woman ( who is inhe- 
ricrix of chat prouince ) who came farre off to {ce 
our nation, and askeJ mee diuers queſtions of her 
Maieſty , beeing much delighted with the diſcourſe 
of her Maieſties greatnes, and wondcing atſuch re- 
ports as we truely made gf her highnes many vertues-. 
And vponthe head of Care/i; and onthe lake of (aſ- 

ſpa,are the three "org nations of the Caſipagtosr. 
Righcſouth intorhe land are the Capurepari, and Em- 
parepari, and b2yond thoſe adioyning to Macuregua- 
r4/,(che firſt Cicie of [»g4,)are the Iwarawaker: : all 
chele are profelled enemies to the Spanyardes, and 
to the ric h Epurenei alſo . To the weſt of Caro are 
divers nations of Canibals , and ofthole Eraipanome 
without heades , Direaly weſt are the Amapaias 
and Anebas , which arc allo marueilous rich in gold. 

The reſt towardes Peruwee will omit. Onthenorch 
of O-:noque , berweene it and the welt Indies are 
the wikiri , Saymi, and the relt before ſpokeen of, 
all mortall enemics to the Spanyardes , On the 
ſouth ſide of the maine mouth of Oreroque , are 
the Arwacas ; and beyonde them the Caniballes 
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androthe ſouth of them the Amazones, 

To make mention of the ſeuerall beaſts, birds fiſhes, 
fruires,flowers,gummes,ſweete woodes, and of their 
ſeuerall religions and cuſtomes, would forthe firſt re= 
quire as many volumes as thoſe of Geſrerns, and 
for the reſt another bundle of Decades, The religion of 
the Epwremet is the ſame which the I»gas, Emperors of 
Peru ved, which may bered in Cieca, and other Spa- 
niſh ſtories, how they belecue the immorralitie of the 
Soule, worſhip the Sunne,and burie with them aliue 
their beſt beloued wiues and treaſure,as they Iikewife 
doc in Pegs inthe eaſt Indies aud other places. The O 
renoqueponi bury nor their wiues with rhem , buttheir 
lewels ,hopingto inioy them againe, The Arwacas 
dry the bones of cheir Lordes, and their wiues and 
friendes drinke them in powder . In the graues of the 
Pernuians , the Spanyards founde their greateſt abun- 
dance of treaſure : The like allo is to be found among 


theſe people in euery province. They haue all many 


wiues,and the Lordes fiue fould ro the common ſort: 
theirwiues neuercate with their haſbands,nor am 
the men , but ſetue their huſbands at meales, and at- 
terwardes feede by thamſelues . Thoſe that are paſt 
their younger yeares ,make all their breade and drink, 
and worke their cotten beddes , and doe all elſe of ſer. 
nice and labour, forthe men doe nothing but hunre, 
fiſh,play,and drinke,when they are our ofthe wars. 
Iwill enter no further into diſcourſe of their maners, 
lawes and cuſtomes: and becauſe I haue not my felfe 
feen the cities of 7#ga,I cinot auow on my credit what 
I haue hard, although it be very likely,that the Empe. 
rour 7»g« hath built and erected as magnificent palla- 
pn Ces 
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ces in Guiana,as his anceſtors did in Pers,which were 
for their riches and rarenes moſt marueilous & exce- 
ding al in Exrope,and] think of the world, China excep- 
ted,which alſo the Spanyards(which Ihad)aſſured me, 
tobe of truth, as alſothe nations of the borderers, 
who being but Saluaios,tothoſe of rhe lund, do cauſe 
much treaſure to be buried with them for I was en- 
tormed of one of the Caſ/iqni of the valley of Amari- 
ocapara which hadburied with him a litle before our 
ariuall, a chayre of Goulde moſt curiouſly wrought, 
which was made either in CHacuraguararadioyning , 
 orin Mana: Butit we ſhould haue grieued them 
in their religion at the firſt , before they had beene 
raughtberter , and haue digged vppe their graues , 
wee had loſt them all: and therefore I helde my firſt 
reſolution, that her maieſty ſhould eyther accept or 
refuſe the enterprice, ere anything ſhould be done 
that mightin any ſort hinder the lame + And if Pers 
hadſo many heapes of Gulde , whereof thofe [gas 
werePrinces,and that they delighted ſomuch therein 
no doubte but this which now liueth and raigneth 
in Mana, hath the ſame honour , and I am aſſured 
hath more abundar.ce of Golde, within his territo - 
rie then all Pers, and the weſt Indies, 

For the reſt, which my lelfe haue ſeene I will promiſe 
theſethings that follow and know to be true. Thoſe 
that are defirousto diſcouerand to ſee many nati - 
ons , way beſatisfied within this river, which brin- 
geth forth ſo many arms & branches leading to ſeue- 
rall countries, & prouinces,aboue 2000,miles caſt & 
weſt,and 800-miles ſouth and north,and of theſe,the 


moſt cyther rich in Gold, or in other marchandizes. 
N3 The 
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The common ſoldier ſhal here fight tor yah pay 


himlſelfe in ſtcede of pence, with plates of halte afoote 
brode,wheras he breaketh his bones in other warres for 
prouant and penury. Thoſe commanders and Chiet- 
taines, that ſhoote at honour,and abundance,(hal find 
there more rich and bewtifull cities , more temples 
adorned with golden Images , more ſepulchers filled 
with treaſure,theneither Correz found inMexico,or Paz 
zaro in Pers: and the ſhining glorie ofthis coaquelt 
will eclipſc all thoſe ſo farre extended beames ot the 
Spaniſh nation, There is no countrey which yeelderh 
more ouece tothe Inhabitants,cither for theſe com- 
mon delights of hunting, hawking, fiſhing , fowling, 
andthereſt,then G::ia»a doth. Ir hath ſo many plaines, 
cleare riuers, abundance of Pheſants , Partridges , 
Quailes, Rayles, Cranes, Herons,and all other fowle- 
Deare of all ſortes,Porkes, Hares, Lyons, Tygers,Leo- 
pards, and diuers other ſortes of beaſtes ,eyther for 
chace, or foode. It hatha kinde of beaſt called (ama, 
or Anta,as bigge as an Engliſh bete , and in greate 
plenty. 

Toſpeake of the ſeucrall ſortes of eucry kinde , I 
feare would betroubleſome to the Reader , and there- 
fore I will omicte them, and conclude that both for 
health, good ayre,pleaſure,andriches,Iamreſolued 
it.cannot bee equalled by any region eyther in the 
calt orweſt, Moreouee the countrey is ſo heaithfull , 
a 5100.perfonsand more, which lay ( without ſhift 
moſt ſluttiſhly,and werecuery day almoſt melced with 
heat in rowing & marching, and ſuddenly wet againe 
with great ſhowers, and dideate of all ſorts of corrupt 
fruits, & mademealcs of freſh fiſh without Is 
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of Tortugas,of Lagartar,& of al ſorts good & bad,with- 
cut either order or meaſure,and betides lodged inthe 
open aire euery night)we loſt not any one,nor hadone 
ill diſpoſed to my knowledge,nor found any Callenrura, 
or other of thoſe peſtilent diſeaſes which dwell in all 
hote regions, and ſonere the EquinoCtiallline. 
Wherethere is {tore of gold, it is ineffe needles 
roremember other commodirtes for trade: but it hath 
rowards the ſouth parr of the rjuer,great quantities of 
Braſil wood, and divers bercies,that die a moſt perfect 
crimſon and Carnation : And for painting, all France, 
| 1tahy, or the eaſt Indies yeeldnone ſuch: For the more 
the ſkin is waſhed, the fairer thecullour appeareth , | 
and with which, cuen thoſe browne & tawnie women | 
ſpot themſelues, and cullour their cheekes. All places 
| yeelde abundance of Cotten , of filke, of Balſam , 


and of thoſe kindes moſt excellent,and neuer knowen 
in Europe: of all ſortes of Gummes, of Indian pep- 

er: and whatelſe the conntries may afforde within 
the land wee knowe not, neyther hadwe time to a- 
bidetke triall, and ſearch. The ſoile beſides is ſo ex. 
cellentand1o full of riuers, as it will carrie ſugar, 
ginger, andall thoſe other commodities , whichthe 
welt Indies hath. 

The nauigatiou is ſhort, for it may bee ſayied with 
an ordinarie wind in {1x weekes, andin the like time 
backe againe, and by the way neyther lee ſhore, Eni- 
mies coaſt, rockes, nor ſandes, all which in the voi- 
ages to the weſt indies, and all other places , wee are 
ſubie& vnto., as the channel] of Bahama , com- 
ming from the Weſt Indies , can not be paſled 
in the Winter, and when it is at the beſt, it is a 
als: N 4 perilous , 
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perillous and afeareſull place. Thereſt of the Indies 


tor calmes , anddiſcaſes verie troubleſome , and the 
Bermuda a hellith ſea for thunder , lightning , and 
ſtormes. | 
This veric yeare there were ſeuentecn ſayle of Spa- 
niſh ſhippsloſt in the channell of Bahama, and the 
great Phillip like to haue ſunke at the Bermndas was put 
back to Saint Ia» de prerto rico, And foit falleth out in 
that Nauigation euery yeare forthe moſt part, which 
in this voyage are not to be feared : for thetime of the 
yere toleaue Exglard, is belt in Tuly , and the Summer 
in G#ian4is in October, Nouember, December, Ia- 
nuaric, Februarie,and March, and then the ſhips may 
KEPart thence in Aprill, and fo returne againe into 
ngland in Tune, fo as they ſhall ncuer be ſubie&ro 
Winter weather, eyther comming, going, or ſtaying 
there, which for my part, I take to be one of the great- 
elt comforts and incouragements that can bethought 
on, hauing ( as I haue done) taſted in-this voyage by 
the welt Indies ſo many Calmes, fo much heate,ſuch 
outragious guſtes, fowle weather , and contrarie 
windes, - F 
To conclude,Gmianais a Countrey that hath yet her 
Maydcnhead, neuer ſackt, turned, nor wrought, the 
ace gl =: _—_ _ not cone ———_— yertue 
and ſalt of the foylc [pent by manurance, the graues 
haue not beene opened = golde , the wed. not 
broken with {ledges,nor their Images puld down out 
of theirtemples, [t hath neuer been entred by any ar- 
mic of ſtrength,and neuer conquered or poſſeſſed by

anic Chriſtian Prince. It is beſides ſo defenſible, that if 


ewo fortes be buildedin one of the Prouinces vines [ 
ue 
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haueſeen,the flood ſettethin ſonecre the banke, where 
the channell alſo lyeth,thatno ſhippe can paſle vp, but 
within a Pikes length of the Artilleric , firſt of the 
one , and afterwardes of the other : VVhich two 
Forres wilbe a ſufficient Guard both to the Empire 
of Inga,and to an hundred other {cuerall kingdomes, 
lying within the ſaid Riuer , euen to the citicof Q«/- 
toinPern, 

There is therefore great difference berwene the caſi- 
nes of the conqueſt of Guiana, & the defence of it be- 
ing- conquered , and the Weſt or Ealt Indies: 
Gxian4 hath but one entraunce bythe ſea( ific haue 
that) for any veſſels of burden, ſo as whoſocuer ſhall - 
firſt nolleſſe it, it ſhall bee founde vnacceſſable for 
anie Enimie, except he come in VWhetrries, Bar- 

es, Or Caneas, Or els in flatte bottomed boats , and if 

e do offer to enter itin that manner, the woods are 
ſothicke 200 miles together vppon the riuers of ſuch 
entraunce, as a-moule cannot fittein a boate vnhit 
from thebanke. By landit is more impoſſible to 
approch, for it hath the ſtrongeſt ſituation of anicregi- 
on vnderthe Sunne, and is ſo enuironed with impat- 
ſable mountaynes on cuerie fide, as it is impoſh- 
ble to vituall anye companie in the alla , 
which hath beene well proued by the Spaniſh na- 
tion, who ſince the conqueſt of Pers hauc neuer left 
fiue yeres free from attempting this Empire, or dil- 
coucring ſome way into it , and yet of 23 ſcue- 
rall —— and noble men , there was 
neuer anie that knewe which way to leade an armie 

land , or to conduR ſhi ſea, any thin

formerly ſer downe , bur jn one or two places , and 
bur two or three crumſters or galleys buylt ,and fur- 
niſhed vpon the river within: The weſt Indies hath 
many portes, watring places, and landings, andnea- 
rerthen 300. miles to Garana,no mi can harbor a ſhip, 
except he know one onely place, which is not lear- 
ned in haſt, and which I will vndertake there is not a= 
ny one of my companies that knoweth , who{ocuer 
hcarkened molt atterit, 

Beſides by keeping one good fort, orbuilding one. 
rowne of ſtrength,the whole Empyre is guarded, and 
whatſocuer companies ſhalbe atterwardes planted 
within the land, although in wenty leucra]l provin= 
ces, thoſc ſhall bee able all to reunite themſelues v- 
pon any occaſton eyther by the way of one riuer, or 
becablc to march by land without eyther wood, bog, 
or mountaine : whereas in the welt Indies there are 
tewetownes, or prouinces that can ſuccour or relieve 
onethe other, cyther by Jand or ſea; By lande the 


countriesare cyther delart ,mounteynaus , or ſtrong 
Enemies: -By ſea, it any man inuaceto the Eaſtward, 


thoſe tothe weſt cannot in many months turne againſt 
the brize and caſterwind,belides the Spanyardes are 
therein ſo:diſperſed; asthey are no where ſtrong, but 
in Nuena Hifpania onely ; the ſharpe mountaines ,the: 
thornes, & poiſonedprickels;the {andy & deepe waies. 
inthe vallics ; the ſmothering heate and ayre,and want 


of 
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of water in other places, aretheir onely and beſt de- 
fence, which (becauſe thoſe nations that inuade them 
are not victualled or prouided to ſtay , neyther haue 
any place to friende adioyning ) doc ſerue them in 
ſteede of good armes and great mulrirudes, 

The weſt Indies were firſt offered her Maieſties 
Grandfather by Columba ſtraunger, in whomethere 
might be doubr of deceipt , and beſides it was then 
thought incredible that there were ſuch and {o many 
lands & regionsneuer written of before, This Empite 
is made knowen to her Maieſty by her own vaſlal,and 
by him that oweth to her more query then an ordina- 
ry ſubiect,ſo that it ſhall ill ſort withche many graces 
and benefits which I haue receiuedtoabulc her high- 
neſle,cither with fables or imaginations. The countrey 
is already diſcouered, many nations won to her Maie- 
ſtics loue & obedience, & thoſe Spaniards which haue 
lateſt and longe(t labored abour the conqueſt, beaten 
out, diſcouraged and dilgraced, which among theſe 
nations were thought inuincible, Her Maieſty may 
in this enterprize employ all thoſe fouldiers and gen- 
tlementhac are yonger brethren,and all captaines and 
Cheitcaines thar want employinent, and the charge 
wilbeonely the firſt my out in victualling and ar- 


ming them: for after the firſt or ſecond yeare I doubr 
not bur to ſee in London a Contratation houſe of 


more receipt for Gxiana, then there is now in ciuill tor 
the Welt indies, ; 

And I am reſolued that ifthere were but a ſmal arm 
afoote in Gxiaza,marching towards Maneoathe chicte 
City of Inga,he would yeeld to her Maieſty by compo 

O 2 {ition 
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ſicion ſo many hundred thouſand pounds yearely , as 
ſhould bothdetende all enemies abroad,and detray all 
expences at home, andthat he woulde beſides pay a 
gan i{on of 3000, or 4000. ſoldiers very royally tode- 
end him againſt other nations : For he cannot but 
know, how his predeceſſors, yea how his owne great 
vncles Guaſear and Aribalipalonnes to Granacapa Em- 
peror of Per#,were (while they contended forthe Em- 
pyre) beaten out by the Spanyardes, and that both of 
late yearcs, and euer ſince the ſaid conqueſt, the Spa- 
nyardes haue ſought the paſſages and entry of his 
countrey- and of their cruelties vied tothe borderers 
he cannot be ignorant, In which reſpeCs no doubt but 
he wil be —__ totribute with great gladnes, if nor, 
hee hath neyther ſhotre nor Iron weapon in all his 
Empyre,and thercfore may eaſely be conquered, 

And I farther remember that Berreo contefledto me 
ang others ( which I proteſt defore the Maieſty of 
God ro berrue ) that there was found among prophe- 
cies in Pers ( at ſuclytime as the Empyrewas reduced 
rothe Spanith obedience) intheir chicteſt remples,a- 
monglt diuers others which foreſhewedthe loſle of the 
ſaid Empyre, that from 1»g/atierrathofe Ingas ſhoulde 
be againe in time to come reſtored, and deliueredfrom 


the ſeruirudeof the faid Conquerors. And I hope as 
weewith theſe fewe handes baue ciſplanted the firſt

For wharſoeuer Prince 
ſhall poſſeſſeir, ſhall bee greateſt , andif the king of

ting of the former diſcourſe , hearing allo of his dil- 
couerie: hee made knowne and deliuered to forme of 
her maicſties moſt honorable priuie Councel! om 
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others . The which ſecing they confirme in ſome 
parte the ſubſtance , I meane , the riches of that 
Countrey : it hath beene thought fitte that they 
ſhoulde be thereunto adioyned , VVherein the Rea- 
deris to be aduertiſed, that although the Sparyardes 
feeme to glorie much of their Prijall poſſeſſion 
taken beſore A orequito the Lord of Aromaya 5 and 
others there aboutes , which throughly vnderitood 
them not at thattime , whatſocuer the Spanyardes 
otherwile pretend .: Yer, according tothe: former 
diſcourſe, and as alſo itis related by Cayworgee,: the 
ſonne of Tep:awary now chicte Lord of the' ſaide 4- 
romaya ,, Who was brought jnto England by Sir 
Walter Ralegh , and was preſent at the ſame poſſeſſt- 
on and diſcouerie of the Spayardes mentioned in 
theſe letters; itappeateth that after they were gone 
our of their Countrey , the Indians then hauing 
ſarther conſideration of the matter , and more 
then conieQure of their intent , hauing knowne 
and hearde of their former cruelties vppon their 
borderers and others of the Indians elſewhere: Ac 
their next comming , there bceing tenne of them

that meanes a full and cumplete poſſeſhon the 
which before they had but begunne .

Irs, wehaue no newes worth the writing , ſauing ofa dif- 
couery lately made by the ſpanyardes ina newe land called 
Nucus Dorado,and is twodaics failing to the windward of the 
Alargaarita theres golde in that abundance, as the like hath 
not beene hard of, We haue itfer certaine in letters Written 
fromthence by ſome that were in the diſcouery,vnto their pa- 
rentesheere in this City. I purpoſe(God willing )to beſtow ten 
or twelue daiesinfearch of the ſaid Dorads,as I paſle in yoyag 
_ -towatds Carthagenazhoping there tomake ſome goodfale of 
our commodities. Thaue ſent you therewith part of theinfor-

called Arataco,with 3 000 Indians,men & women allin peace 
and with much yictual,as hens &veniſon in great abundance, 
and many fortes of wine, Hee intreated vsto goe to his houle 
and torelt that nightin histownebeing of 500, houſes, The 
interpretor asked whence he had thoſe hens, he ſaid they were 
brought from a mountaine not paſſing a quarter of aleague 
thence, where were many Indians,yea fo many as grafle onthe 
ground, an that theſe men had the pointes of their ſhoulders 
higher then the Crownes of their heades, and had ſo many 
hensas was wondertull, and if we would haue any we ſhould 
ſend them Tewes harpes for they woulde giue for cuery one 
two hens,we tooke an Indian and gaue him 5 00, harpes,the 
hens were ſo many that he brought ys, as were notto be num - 
bred: Wee aid we woulde goe thither, they told vs they were 
now in their Zorrachera and would kilvs,we asked the Indi. 
an,that brought he licns if it were trucyhe ſaidit was molt true, 
We asked him how they made their Borrachera, he faide they 
had many Eagles of Gold hanging on their brea{is & pear's in 
their cares, and that they daurcced being al coucred wita (old, 
The India ſaid vato vs,if we would ſee the, we ſhould giue him 
ſome hatchets, and he would bring vs of thoic Eagles. The 
Maſter cf the Camp gaue him one hatchet{he would giue him 
no more becaule they thouldnot vnderſtand we went to fecke 
gold )he brought vs an Eagle which wayed 27 pounds of gocd 
Gold, The Maſter of the Campe tooke it, and ſhewe#d to the 
ſoldicrs,and then threwe it from him,making thew not tore - 
gard it, About midnight came an Indian and faid vnto him, 
oe MEA pickeaxc and I willtcll thee what the Indians with 
the high ſhoulders meane to doe,the Interpretor told the Ma- 


{ter of the Campe who commanded one to be giuen him, he 
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then tolde ys thoſe Indians were comming to kill vs from our 
marchandize. Herevpon the maſter of the Campe- cauſed 
his companyto be ſet in order, and beganneto march. The 1 r, 
day of May ,we went about 7 leagues from thence to a pro - 
uince,where we found a great eay 404 of Indians apparrel- 
led,theytold ys that if we came to fight,they woulde hill yp 
thoſe plaines with Indians to fight with vs, butif we came 
peace, we ſhould enter and be well entertained of them, be- 
caulerbey had aprear deſire toſee Chriſtians, and there they 
told vs of allthe riches that was.
